day. 
Whites and Negroes, Protes-

Episco- 
pal Bishop Robert P. Brown 
was chief organizer of the serv- 
ices. He said that a “secondary 
purpose” of the prayer meet- | 
ings was to determine how 
many residents of Little Rock | 
felt deeply enough about law 
and order to pray for a vi 
tion.

ST. LOUISANS HOPE 
TO SEE SATELLITE 
LATER THIS WEEK 


St. Louis moonwatchers plan 
pre-dawn operations later this 
week in hopes of getting a look 
at the Russian earth satellite. 

Prof. Edward M. Brooks, St. 
geophysicist, 
said his calculations indicated 
the satellite and its rocket, 
seen by many watchers over 
the East Coast yesterday morn- 


ing, should pass over the St. 
Louis area Wednesday or 


Thursday. 

| The man-made moon presum- 
ably passed over a point about 
70 miles east of St. Louis just 
before sunrise yesterday, but 
there was too much daylight to 
make it visible. The satellite 
was expected to be over a point 
east of Kansas City at dawn 
this morning and it is possible 
watchers in eastern Kansas will 
be able to spot it, Brooks said. 


JAPAN'S MT, MIHARA ERUPTS 


TOKYO, Sunday, Oct. 13 
(AP) — Mount Mihara, Japan's 
famous suicide volcano, erupted 
this morning and killed one 
sightseer and injured 30 to 40 

| others, police reported. 

Mihara is situated on Oshima 
island off Tokyo bay, about 100 
miles south of Tokyo. 


Lenin on Long Play Record. 
LONDON, Oct. 12 (AP)—The 
| Moscow radio reports a new 
| long play record is on sale and 
it is expected to enjoy sensa- 
| tional sales. It was made from 
seven Lenin speeches recorded 
about 37 years ago and was is- 
sued with reeonditioned sound 
to help celebrate the 40 years 
of Soviet rule. 


They also. verified reports 
that the rocket shell up in the 
sky with Sputnik has lost alti- 
tude and is speeding up. But 
they added: 

“Reports that the rocket shell 
is disintegrating seem highly 
unlikely at this time.” 

The statement was issued by 
Dr. John P. Hagen, director of 
America’s Project Vanguard at 
the Research Laboratory. 

Fairly Constant Orbit. 

“We estimate the satellite 
will stay up for at least a year,” 
Dr. Hagen said. He said it ap- 
pears to remain in a fairly 
constant orbit with an around- 
the-world flight period of 96.1 
minutes, with the closest point 
to the earth 170 miles and the 
most distant 570 miles, and 
“should remain aloft for some 
time to come.” 

Dr. Hagen said the empty 
rocket shell’'s density was low 
compared with the small dense 
mass of the satellite. 

“The effect of the earth’s at- 
mospheric drag would naturally 
be expected to pull the rocket 
shell down faster than the satel- 
lite and at the same time be- 
cause of its lower density the 
shell would increase its velocity 
as it falls closer and closer to 
the earth,” he said. 

Signs appeared to some Ameri- 
can scientists today that “the 
beginning of the end” may have 
set in for the nose cone and the 
third stage rocket that hurled 
Sputnik into space. 

Shell Leading Satellite. 

The Research Laboratory also 
said that photographic observa- 
tions made at Salisbury, Aus- 
tralia, on Oct. 11 indicated that 
the shell of the final rocket 
Stage was leading the satellite 
by 2.4 minutes of time. |

Coibion Says—Mayor 


Joins in Criticism. 


Proposals of Howard W. 
Frick, an attorney for rooming 
house owners, to scuttle much 
of the municipal regulation of 
rooming houses “would throw 
the city back 100 years” in its 
efforts to combat blight, .Direc- 
tor William H. Coibion of the 
Cify Plan Commission declared 
yesterday. 

Frick, who is the author of a 
bill to weaken city control over 
rooming house operations dras- 
tically, said yesterday he in- 
tends to ask aldermen to intro- 
duce a measure to lift zoning 
restrictions against renting 
rooms in single-family and two- 
family residential areas. 

Coibion was joined in his de- 
nunciation of Frick’s proposals 
by Mayor Raymond R. Tucker 
and Building Commissioner 
Albert H. Baum. Baum’s duty 
is to enforce safety and zoning 
regulations. 

“The proposal falls into the 
eategory of unfortunate legis-~- 
lation that would benefit the 
few and jeopardize the general 
welfare of the entire communi- 
ty,” Mayor Tucker said. 

In referring to the general 
welfare, the Mayor said, “I am 
thinking in terms of blight, of 
general safety, and in terms of 
the safety of individuals.” 

Effects ‘Will Not Be Good.’ 

Baum said it was difficult to 
determine immediately all the 
effects of the revised rooming 
house bill introduced Friday at 
Frick’s behest by Alderman De- 
Witte T. Lawson of the Nine- 
teenth Ward. 

“I can’t give a quick answer 
without a thorough study of the 
entire measure,” Baum said, 
“but from what I’ve seen s0 
far, I can predict the effects 
will not be good.” 

That bill, and Frick’s propos- 
al to change the zoning ordi- 
nance, would wreck the city’s 
attempts to rehabilitate blighted 
areas, Baum added. 

Public Safety Director Jo- 
seph P. Sestric said the revision 
of the rooming house measure 
would create firetraps.

Slums on byways between 
comfortable suburbs of St. Louis 
county ernphasize the acute 
need for low-rent public hous- 
ing in the county, Francis M. 
Barnes III, chairman of the 
County Housing Authority, said 
yesterday. 


“Some of the worst slums in 
the St. Louis area are found in 
the county,” he asserted. “By 
attacking them now we can pre- 
vent them from spreading their 
blight. If we delay, the job 
will become more expensive.” 


The houstng authority has 
under preparation plans for two 
public housing developments to 
cost $5,861,020 at Jefferson 
Barracks and in Webster 
Heights. Funds for construction 
of both projects, as well as a 
third, tentatively-planned smal- 
ler development of about 50 
dwelling units, will be provided 
by the Federal Government 
under agreements with the local 
agency. 
Disputes Claims of No Need. 
Barnes and Robert J. Tracy, 
executive director of the Hous- 
ing Authority, pointing out that 
the existence of slums in the 
county was recognized by other 
agencies before the present 
housing plans were undertaken, 
disputed claims by critics of the 
authority that there is no need 


the county planning commis- 
sion as dilapidated, dangerous 
and overcrowded in a study in 
1952 of converted Army bar- 
racks buildings used since the 
end of World War II as a hous- 
ing project. The report noted: 
“Provisions for sleeping are 
crowded; closet and storage 
space inadequate, and living 
area for the average fgmily 
with four children completely 
out of scale with their require- 
ments. 


‘Very Cold’ in Winter. 


Pointing out that the frame 
barracks buildings were con- 
structed from 1941 to 1943, the 
Planning Commission reported 
that the siding had warped in 
some places. Improper insula- 
tion makes the buildings “very 
cold” in winter, the report stat- 
ed. It concluded that new, per- 
manent low-rent housing should 
be constructed at Jefferson Bar- 
racks. 


Under the Housing Authority | 
plan, the converted barracks 
are being razed, with the new 
housing development to be 
erected on the same site. Tracy 
said the Authority expects to 
award a contract for construc- 
tion of the 350-unit develop- 
ment there by next Feb. 1.

Latest Atom Tests Show Way 


Fallout Control 


ATOMIC TEST SITE, Nev., 
(AP) — The Atomic 
inergy Commission said today 
learned how to tighten con- 


1 of radioactive fallout in the 
4-shot nuclear test series just | in 


oncluded. 

The series opened on the 
‘Soak desert last May 28 amid 
a world-wide cry of alarm over 
the dangers of fallout from 
atomic tests to present and fu- 
ture generations. 

' The emphasis on safety, to 
fome extent overshadowed the 
primary purpose of the series— 
to develop a variety of small 
nuclear weapons for defense 


purposes. 

After the final shot last Mon- 
day the AEC said: “we feel 
there is a better public under- 
standing of continental testing 
than there was last spring.” 

The AEC, reviewing the most 
extensive nuclear testing pro- 
gram ever carried out in the 
United States, said “fallout was 
lower than expected because of 
improved operating techniques.” 

Progress Outlined. 

These improvements, it said, 
were: 

1. Better weather forecast- 
ing through experience. 

2. More knowledge ‘of fall- 
out pattern as related to wind 
speed and directions. 

3. Use of balloons from which 
to suspend atomic devices. 

As a result, the AEC said, 

“no population place received 
radiation in excess of the es- 
tablished low safety limit. 

“Scientific data wag gathered 
to aid in solving the problems 
of making weapons of greatly 
reduced fallout.” 

This was the first time bal- 
loons had been used to suspend 
detonating platforms. Their use 
reduced fallout because there 
was nothing to be vaporized. 
When an atomic device is ex- 
ploded on a steel tower the dis- 
integrated radioactive matter is 
sucked up into the air in the 
mushroom cloud. 

Another new wrinkle in re 


: ducing fallout was the first ex- 


plosion in a tunnel.. The re- 
sults of this experiment are yet 


Adverse weather conditions, 
eon winds which would 

ave carried fallout over in- 
habited places, caused seventy- 
six 24-hour postponements of 
shots. The delays added to the 
estimated $72,000,000 expense 
of the series.

PARIS, Oct. 12 (UP)—French- 
men have a lot of political and 
economic problems, but most of 
them consider having to live 
without whisky among the most 
annoying. 

Whisky, one of the few alco- 

olic beverages not produced in 
this country, became the fash- 
ion after World War II.- One 
could not give a cocktail party, 
: reception or a dinner without 
t. 


But the good old days were 
ended when young French Fi- 
nance Minister Felix Gaillard 
added whisky to the list of what 
he calls “non-essential” imports. 

Of course, some people are 
happy about this. Cognac pro- 
ducers immediatel¥ announced 
that their new brand called “dry 
pale,” to be drunk with water, 
was much better for the health 
than whisky. 

Cognac growers report their 
sales have increased 12 per cent 
in the last four months. The 
only trouble is that the quan- 
tity of cognac available is lim- 
ited and the ministry of finance 
is asking producers to export 
cognac to bring in needed for- 
eign currencies. 

Numerous “whisky clubs” 
have spread all over the coun- 
try and are especially popular 
in Paris. One of these clubs, 
the Scottish Club, where every- 
thing is in the true tradition of 
old Scotland, is finishing the 
few bottles it has managed to 
hide for the old timers. 

Those who are not well- 
known are given anything from 
cognac to Coca-Cola and min- 
eral water.

Deaf School 
To Dedicate 
F acil ities 


“Archbishop Joseph E. Ritter 
of the St. Louis Archdiocese is 
to.dedieate new facilities of the 
St. Joseph's Institute for the 
Deaf, 1483 Eighty-second boule- 
vard, University City, at 4 p.m. 
today. Design Incorporated has 
designed and erected the new 
facilities. A representative of 
the school, visiting it last week, 
wrote of the institution, its de- 
velopment and its néwest facili- 
ties, as follows: 

“Just north of Olive Street 
road..ia University City, school 
children romp and play ball, 
swing and join in the fun of 
“cops and robbers’ as youngsters 
de the world over. But as you 
siop. momentarily to watch 
yGu’re drawn to the intent looks 
om these little faces and the 
silence about you doesn’t seem 
to fit into the happy scene. 

“But this. is no ordinary 
school! Most of its students are 
profoundly deaf and have come 
from every section of the great- 
er. St.Louis area as well as 
from all parts of the nation to 
enroll at St. Joseph's Institute 
for the Deaf, where, under ex- 
péft @ilidance coupled. with the 
latest “technological aids, they 
can grow up to understand and 
become a part of the hearing 
world about them. In bygone 
years, lifelong silence imposed 
lonely lives for such children. 

Third Step in Growth. 

“In 1837, one. hundred end 
twenty years ago, a young 
French nun who came from a 
cultured, well-to-do family and 
had béeéen given every advantage 
including training in teaching 
the deaf, came to Carondelet as 
one of six Sisters of St. Joseph 
invited by Bishop Rosati to es- 
tablish a school for the deaf. 
This school established by 
Mother Celestine Pommerel and 
known as St. Joseph’s Institute 
for the Deaf has been in con- 
tinuous operation ever since. In 
the early days the State Legis, 
lature paid the Sisters for car- 
ing for those children with 
hearing defects whose families 
could.not bear the burden of 
this special education. Today, 
St. Joseph's is a United Fund 
agency and children whose par- 
ents cannot afford tuition are 
given full or partial scholar- 
ships. 

“St. Joseph's present location 
marks the third step in growth 
from its humble Carondelet be- 
ginnings. For years, it was an 
integral part of downtown St. 
Louis until in 1934 the late Jo- 
seph Matter, designer of the 
Paris “Gardens at the World's 
Fair, turned over his 10-acre 
estate to the Sisters. The hand- 
some center edifice which was 
erected then was one of the 
miajor building projects in this 
area which saluted the end of a 
depression. 

“Three years ago, the expand- 
ing school was again bursting 
its seams and there was a long 
waiting list of student expect- 
ancy. Moreover, advances in 
teaching and in the electronic 

pment available made it 
neeessary to build a new school 
Where roundthe-clock instruc- 
tion and development of ‘the 
whole’ child’ could be possible. 
Design Incorporated was com- 
missioned to design and build 
thé new school building where 
group living is as important to 
molding the lives of the young- 
sters as is mastering speech, 
which can be seen on the lips 
but not heard. 
“Individual Study Stressed. 

“A two-story structure was 
decided on which would com- 
bine the special requirements 
for testing and training with 
living quarters for girl students 
ana the Sister-teachers. Con- 
structed of architectural con- 
erete and brick, the building is

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U.S. ROCKET-MISSILE PROGRAM—WORK STILL TO BE DONE 


Four Important Questions Raised 


What Is Wrong With Amer- 
ican Effort and What 
Must Be Done to Over- 
come Soviets’ Lead?

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12. 


HE psychological effect of the 

Soviet success in getting the first 

baby moon, or earth satellite, into 
an orbit around the earth Oct. 4 and 
of the announcement Aug. 26 of suc- 
cessful ‘‘tests’’ of intercontinental 
ballistic rockets, another first, has 
been more disastrous to American 
prestige than-any other events since 
the first world war. 

Doubt is created in the minds of 
our allies that the United States is 
the leading technical and industrial 
nation in the world and an arsenal 
upon which they can depend. The 
United States has held this leading 
position since World War I when 
Field Marshal von Hindenburg 
blamed the} ‘‘pitiless American war 
industry’’ for Germany’s defeat. 


Cynical European Reaction. 

The writer has just returned from 
Europe and has seen the cynical observa- 
tions in the European press to the effect 
that United States citizens must view an 
image of their earth satellite in a window 
while the Soviet moon is traversing the 
earth every 96.1 minutes. 


The effect is equally pronounced in the 
Soviets’ allies and Eastern European satel- 
lites. To them it proves the superiority 
of Soviet military science over American 
and tends to remove any hope that the 
United States can come to their aid in 
the event of an effort to break away from 
the Soviet bloc. 


The United States has been riding on 
the prestige of being the first to explode 
nuclear weapons, on its large stockpile 
and on its great aerial delivery capability. 
Americans in official position have often 
referred to our capability of destroying 
everything of military significance in the 
Soviet Union in response to aggression. 
This has outraged the Russians and cast 
doubt on the reality of their comparative 
military power. 

Now the situation is reversed in allied, 
neutral and Communist opinion and the 
comparative military power of the United 
States versus the Soviet Union is in doubt. 

There are four major questions perti- 
nent to the change in our military position: 

First, what is the real effect of the 
Soviet success with ballistic rockets on 
comparative military power; 

Secondly, how were Soviet science and 
industry able to develop and produce 
ballistic rockets ahead of the United 
States when our appropriations for mis- 
sles and research and development on 
them are currently almost three billion 
dollars a year; 

Thirdly, what is wrong with our pro- 
gram, organization or science that we 
have been left behind in this field; and 


Finally, what steps must be taken to 
overcome the Russians’ lead and exceed 
their medium- and long-range ballistic 
rocket capability. 


Known For Three Years. 


It is misleading to attempt to play down 
and cast doubt on the Soviet accomplish- 
ment and its significance. There is no 
question about the facts; and for at least 
three years the intelligence community 
has known of the great effort being made 
in the Soviet Union on missile develop- 
ment and has been aware of its successes. 


These were in several steps proceeding 
from medium to intermediate and finally 
to intercontinental ballistic missiles, more 
properly called rockets, with the capabil- 
ity of carrying nuclear warheads.

Only radio- 
active fallout fits this description. 

This is confirmed in an interview 
broadcast by the Soviet news agency Tass 
with Soviet Air Marshal Constantin Ver- 
shinin Sept. 8 He said: “The modern 
destructive means of warfare makes it 
unnecessary for a plane or a rocket to be 
aimed accurately to hit a military base.” 


The significant radioactive fallout from 
our “dirty” bomb in the Pacific in 1954 
covered an area of 25,000 square miles 
with an initial radioactivity of 50 roent- 
gens or more. This was admitted by the 
Atomic Energy Commission two years 
later. The first AEC statement, made 
nine months after the bomb had béen 
exploded, spoke of 7000 square miles, but 
this was the affected area 36 hours after 
the burst and considerable radioactive 
decay had decreased it. 

Russians’ Own Estimate. 

The Russians have stated what they 
think the significance of their rocket 
capability to be. Marshal of the Soviet 
Union Georgi Zhukov, on a visit to Buda- 
pest—part of his mission was to arrange 
for rocket sites—May 28 declared: “Re- 
garding the military bases located around 
the Soviet Union and the countries of 
people’s democracy, in which great hopes 
are placed by the political and military 
leaders of the capitalist camp, since the 
emergence of ballistic and other rockets 
of great power, speed and precision, these 
bases have already lost their former im- 
portance.” 


Vershinin said in the interview previ- 
ously quoted: “The Soviet Union has 
powerful means to strike back at the ag- 
gressor with staggering blows of a force 
and scale that would wipe out all the 
bases ringing the Soviet Union.” 

In this he includes the military estab- 
lishments in Europe. 

Later he said: “But the calculation that 
America’s remoteness will safeguard it 
from military blows in case of another 
world war is no longer tenable. . . . The 
means for conveyance for hydrogen 
bombs, the most formidable weapons, 
make it possible to bring them instantly 
to the remotest areas of any continent

“Submarines,” he declared, “have also 
become formidable weapons as they can 
be used to shell coastal cities and even 
other targets with rocket weapons carry- 
ing atomic and hydrogen warheads.” 


This is probably the explanation for the 
tremendous Soviet submarine fleet vari- 
ously estimated at from 450 to 600. 

United States military officials do not 
grant that Soviet rockets can make our 
bases untenable so easily as the Soviet 
military propagandists maintain. An air 
base, by definition and fact, is a pinpoint 
target. To actually hit the runway and 
make it permanently unusable may re- 
quire a dozen or two dozen missile at- 
tempts. 

Above-ground installationg might be 
destroyed and the base might have to be 
evacuated for a time until radioactivity 
decayed to safe levels, but operations can 
be resumed with crews and supplies flown 
in as soon as the level of radioactivity per- 
mits. The base remains usable as long as 
the runway is intact. 

The Air Force has always counted on 
losses from a surprise attack and that is 
one reason why the Strategic Air Com- 
mand and the tactical air forces in Europe, 
if they are unharmed initially, have the 
capacity of destroying everything of mili- 
tary significance in the Soviet Union 
twice over. 

The Air Ferce recognizes that Soviet 
missile capability makes the problem 
more acute, since so far there is no coun- 
ter-missile missile and warning-time de- 
creases to negligible proportions. It 
would expect losses in a surprise missile 
attack, but not to be knocked out. The 
problem is more acute than it was, but 
the missile threat changes it only in de- 
gree.

The concept was somewhat slow in reaching 


‘the New World, however. It was not until 1900 
that the first credit union in North America was 


formed at Levis, Quebec, by a legislative re- 


porter named Alphonse Desjardins. He also es- 
tablished the first credit union in this country 
in 1909 at Manchester, N.H. 

About that time Edward A. Filene, the Boston 
merchant and philanthropist, also became in- 
terested in the idea, and as it turned out, this 
was a good thing for credit unions in this coun- 
try. For Filene devoted a substantial part of 
his time and his money to spreading the credit 
union gospel. Today, in the United States alone 
there are more than 17,000 individual credit 
unions with total assets of more than three and 
a quarter billion dollars. 

In Missouri there are about 580 state-and-fed- 
eral-chartered credit unions, including 290 that 
serve 120,000 members in the St. Louis metro- 
politan area. Assets of St. Louis-area credit 
unions run to $42,000,000. This is remarkable 
in view of the fact that credit unions have en- 
joyed only 30 years of life here. The first two, 
both organized in 1927, were the Western Union 
Credit Union and the St. Andrew's Parish Credit 
Union of Lemay. 

Credit unions serve two useful and laudable 
purposes. They help keep their members out 
of the hands of the loan sharks and, more im- 
portant, they encourage the commendable habit 
of thrift that is the economic base for sound 
and sensible family living. So here’s a cheer 
for the credit union movement. May it continue 
to benefit more and more people who need help.

Complex Legal Issues Confront- 
Supreme Court; One of Them 


Is Dispute on Wiretapping 


Problem of Rights of Individuals Still a Big 
One as High Tribunal Gets Ready, in 
Its 167th Year, to Hear Appeals in 
About 500 Cases.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12. 

HE UNITED STATES SUPREME COURT will hear argu- 

ments next week in a series of cases, which, pitting as they 

do the rights of individuals against the authority of govern- 
ment or associations’ of men, present a cross-section of the com- 
plex legal problems which confront the tribunal in its 167th year. 

The nine Justices last Monday assembled in the impressive 
marble court chamber for 19 minutes to open formally the 
eurrent term and then retired to select privately about 500 
appeals for review of lower court decisions, a substantial number 
of which will be discarded. 


Nine cases from among 113 
earried over from the last term 
will be argued next week, be-

The federal court 
of appe upheld his convic- 
tion in a complicated ruling 
which held that, though the 
New York police violated fed- 
eral law in obtaining the wire-

Evidences of anti-intellectual- 
ism were seen in the early days 
of the New Deal when Presi- 
dent Roosevelt brought “college 
professors who never had to 
meet a payroll” to Washington 
to help with policies aimed at 
bringing the country out of 
the depression, Confident of 
his own power, Mr. Roosevelt 
had no fear of brains or origi- 
nality, but conservatives, chiefly 
Republicans, heaped scorn on 
members of his “brain trust.” 


It may be that the political 
opposition to the New Deal and 
expressions of contempt for its 
leaders became mixed in a 
brew that continued to bubble 
long after the professors had 
departed. No one can say now 
what might have happened had 
it been possible to have any 
sort of advance public discus- 
sion of the secret Manhattan 
Project that produced the first 
atomic bomb, but subsequent 
treatment of scientists provides 
a clue. 

The story of how the United

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Reading and ‘Writing 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 


AMONG THE MANY recently 
published books about American educa- 
tion a current contribution by Irving 
Adler is surely one of the best. Dr. Ad- 
ler’s book is called “What We Want of 
Our Schools” and it supports, in gen- 
eral, the belief that an education should 
help its beneficiaries to face life as well 
as to make a living. Unlike many liberal 
scholars and teachers, however, he does 
not condemn in its entirety the phi- 
losophy and practices of so-called “pro- 
gressive education.” 


He concedes that learning by rote is 


not ideal and that a practical application 
of abstract principles is essential if such 
principles are to have any meaning for 
the student. To that extent he approves 
the reforms introduced into American 
education by John Dewey and his dis- 
cipies. Indeed he places great value on 
the insights into child psychology, which 
has accompanied the progressive educa- 
tion movement. 

What he considers wholly mischievous 
is the doctrine of “felt needs” and its 
corollary, the principle of “reading 
readiness.” In effect these allow the in- 
experienced child to play a determining 
part in deciding what he should be 
taught and what his rate of progress 
should be. These practices, says Dr. Ad- 
ler, are supposedly a part of John 
Dewey’s philosophy but actually they 
represent a step backward from Dewey’s 
position. “A sympathetic teacher,” said 
Dewey, “is quite likely to know more 
clearly than the child himself what his 
own instincts are and mean.” 


ONE OF THE BOLDEST and 
most important chapters in Dr. Adler’s 
book is entitled “The I.Q. Hoax” be- 
cause it challenges a theory now applied 
in most educational institutions whether 
liberal, conservative, “progressive” or 
what not. Intelligence testing arose from 
the work of Alfred Binet, the French 
psychologist. Its original purpose was to 
identify children who were so backward 
mentally that they could not benefit 
from a regular school program. But Dr. 
Binet specifically repudiated the belief 
that the intelligence of an individual

was a “fixed quantity, a quantity that 
cannot be augmented.” Yet the I. Q. was 
subsequently regarded by many edu- 
cators as exactly that. An LQ. test 
‘given to a child of seven was accepted 
as proof positive of his innate ability 
for all time. It defined both his present 
and future limitations and served as a 
basis for the unkesitating prediction

that he could not benefit from a college 
education. 

Intelligence tests have been modified 
and elaborated since then. In general 
they deal with the testee’s general in- 
formation, arithmetical skill, reading 
skill, simple logic and sense of spatial 
relationships. Most educators no longer 
believe that the I.Q. is unchanging and 
unchangeable; but the I.Q. score still 
has a strong influence on curricula, the 
rejection or acceptance of students for 
advance work, and the attitudes of 
teachers toward pupils.

Other Matters 


In Dr. Adiler’s belief the intelligence 


test is a test of past achievement 
and nothing more. To assume that 
it is a sure indication of innate ability 
would force one te accept certain other 
conclusions that reasoning 
should invalidate. In tests given by the 
U.S. Army Negroes made lower grades 


. than white soldiers; but Northern Ne- 


groes made better grades than Southern 
Negroes or Southern whites. 

DR. ADLER CONCLUDES from 
this and other evidence that educational 
practice based on such tests is resting on 
a false foundation. What the test does 
reveal is a composite of things learned 
which in turn could be the result of 
environmental influence. The indicated 
procedure in dealing with a child of 
seemingly low ability would be the 
adoption of corrective measures. Cer- 
tainly he should not be consigned out 
of hand to a lower track of learning. It 
is this kind of practice, says Mr. Adler, 
that has partly caused a progressive 
deterioration of curricula in the nation’s 
public schools, and a shameful waste of 
the nation’s prime resource—its people. 


“What We Want of Our Schools,” 
though a short book, still manages to 
present its main argument against 
the perspective of man’s developing 
culture. It is his culture — or the 
sum of the things he has learned— 
that distinguishes the history of man 
from that of the other animals. And it 
will be his future cultural development 
that carries him to higher ground. As 
in the past the breadth of this culture 
must be adequate to the challenges he 


* encounters. 


The author does not say, in so many 
words, that narrow specialization which 
led to the extinction of certain species 
in the animal world should serve as a 
warning to the Race of Man. But it is 
plainly implicit. He does, however, pre- 
sent a long list of challenges that our 
modern society must face. So the vital 
question that he raises is whether mod- 
ern education is doing its part in pro- 
ducing enough men and women who 
can cope with the trials that lie ahead.

Third Volume of Churchill’s History of England

IN HIS PREFACE Sir Winston ex- 
plains why he has titled this volume of 
his history “The Age of Revolution.” It 
is because during the period described 
in it, namely, from 1638 to 1815, theré 
were three revolutions which profoundly 
influenced mankind: to wit, the “Glori- 
ous” English Revolution of 1688, the 
American Revolution, and the French 
Revolution of 1789. 


This is true enough. And an even 
better reason for calling this the Age 
of Revolution could have been because 
this was also the Age of Reason and 
many revolutionary changes then began 
to occur in the world as result of the 
application of reason to human prob- 
lems. Even so, revolution is not really 
the main theme of this work. 

It is no reflection on Sir Winston's 
choice point out that the chief sub- 
ject matter with which he deals is, 
rather, that second Hundred Years’ War 
between England and France which be- 
gan immediately upon William III's ac- 
cession, lasted with virtually but two 


intermissions until the overthrow of 
Napoleon, and which brought so much 
military glory to the island kingdom— 
glory which, needless to say, is not un- 
appreciated by the author. 

Nor is it surprising that war rather 

than revolution is his real theme, since 
the author himself has always shown 
himself more warlike than revolutionary 
in his ardors, Revolutions are usually 
ideological in orgin and effect, and ideas 
have never been Sir Winston’s main 
field of interest either in history or in 
politics. 
ON EVERY PAGE Churchill dem- 
onstrates his natural affinity for the 
events most characteristic of this Eight- 
eenth Century period, its battles and the 
spread of empire. Furthermore, the 
first quarter of the book takes the 
reader over ground that the distin- 
guished author long ago made his own. 
The central figure in his narrative is his 
own great ancestor the Duke of Marl- 
borough, whose life 20 years ago he put 
into four fat volumes. And his enthusi- 
asm for the Duke’s tremendous military 
exploits has not diminished over the 
years.

AS THE OPERATING ground of 
both business and government, the office 
probably is modern America’s most life- 
shaping institution.

the same author it will not 
be necessary to say that this 
work is no less masterful 
than the others. Mr. Durant 
has that all too rare faculty 
to make history not only fas- 
cinating, but making it alive 
while not omitting any of the 
important points. 

For those whose knowledge 
of religion and its part in 
Western civilization is not too 
familiar, the first chapters of 
the book should be a revela- 
tion. It is a living drama 4n 
which the Roman Catholic 
Church is the victim of its 
own folly. Beset from all 
sides, losing not only men’s 
souls, but also their niaterial 
support, the church braced 
itself against the coming 
storm. 

The Reformation did not 
begin with Luther. It began 
two centuries before Luther 
in Germany, England and Bo- 
hemia where the strength of 
the church was tested and 
many a chance was lost by 
the church to re-establish its 
authority. Thus the stage was 
set for the final assault which 
came from many sides: Lu- 


ther and Melanchthon in 
Germany; Zwingli and Cal- 
vin in Switzerland; Gustavus 
Vasa in Sweden; and, last but 
not least, Henry VIII in Eng- 
land.

WILL DURANT, a bright-

Thirty Years an Art Collector 


L. Guy Blackmer, on How to Be a Low-Budget Connoisseur

ART COLLECTION, like a

Blackmer’s collection of sculptures, 

paintings, tapestries, prints and draw- 

the Orient, Europe and from 

the ds of St. Louis artists—goes on 

today at the Artists’ Guild gal- 
leries, 812 Union boulevard. 

Aside from its interest as a collection, 
the show is convincing evidence that 
while wealth is of great help to a person 
who likes to garner art works, it is not 
indispensable. Bilackmer built up his 
collection out of comfortable but modest 
means over a period of 30 years, and 
the investment that it chiefly reflects 
is that of enthusiastic discernment. 

The tall, spare figure of Guy Black- 
mer is a familiar sight about the Art 
Museum, where he prowls the galleries 
with the alert absorption of a visitor 


seeing them for the first time. He takes 
his lunch at ‘the staff table in the 
restaurant, and he spends his days at 
a vast oaken desk installed in one of 
the old second floor print galleries. 
Back of the desk is an enormous adding 
machine that might have been one of 
the exhibits at the St. Louis World's 
Fair in 1904, but Blackmer keeps the 
museum's accounts with it. On the desk 
is a sign: “Bored of Control.” 

It is in this office that Blackmer 
keeps a good deal of his collection, 
which long ago overflowed the Blackmer 
apartment. There are paintings on the 
walls, Chinese bronzes in some surplus 
glass cases, other things scattered here 
and there. When the edueational depart- 
ment has an artist in to demonstrate 
portrait-painting, ,Blackmer often is 
drafted to sit as model. Three of the 
paintings on his office walls are trophies 
of these demonstrations. 
BLACKMER’S FIRST STEP as 
an art collector was taken in 1927. He 
and his wife, Mrs. Jane Blackmek, who 


went over and unfolded one. I saw that 
it was covered with pictures.” . 

He recognized it as something Chinese, 
and bought the four panels. Some years 
later, a Manchurian scholar translated 
the inscription and found that the panels 
originally had been a single large panel, 
commemorating the birthdays, in 1765, 
of an eminent Chinese and his wife. 

Blackmer had studied art history in 
college, but had let his interest lapse. 
Now he began to read about Chinese art 
and to frequent the City Art Museum's 
oriental galleries. In 1936, he was of- 
fered a place on the board of control. 
BLACKMER THEN BEGAN a 
really comprehensive study of art. He 
started buying etchings, woodcuts and 
lithographs. 

He joined the Artists’ Guild, 
whose ranks are open to people 
interested in art, as well as practicing 
artists. He began buying works of St. 
Louis painters and sculptors. Then he 
acquired a few things by Paul Klee and 
Pablo Picasso that were to be had in 
the moderate price range. 

His interest in Chinese art led to a 
study of Buddhism, which opened up 
interest in Indian art and Brahmanism. 
He soon found himself wanting some 
Greek sculpture, and he settled for the 
sort of sculpture available to low-budget 
collectors—ancient coins. Later, he 
bought some small Greek bronzes from 
Viadimir Golschmann, when the St. 
Louis Symphony conductor returned 
from Paris with some that he could 
pass along.

Tuskegee and Atlanta U. Deal With Them Realistically

NOT ALL SOUTHERN educators 
are concerned with segregation’s retinue 
of legislation, civic unrest and court or- 
ders. Teachers and administrators in- 
terviewed recently at two of the South’s 
leading Negro. schools—Tuskegee Insti- 
tute and Atlanta University—are more 
concerned with developing good stu- 
dents, good teachers and good facilities 
within the South's existing patterns. 

These two Negro schools are repre- 
sentative of two different approaches in 
education, They have less in common 
with each other than each has with 
white institutions. 

Tuskegee Institute, at Tuskegee, Ala., 
is of the rural South, It primarily caters 
to the sons and daughters of eroded

Tuskegee was started in a shanty by 

Bovker T. Washington in 1881, to train 
the sons and daughters of slaves to be- 
come respected workers in their com- 
munities. The fron kettle from which 
the first 30 students took their meals is 
on display in the campus museum. The 
school now has 2000 students, 100 build- 
ings and an endowment of $11,000,000. 
One Tuskegee official remarked, “Every 
time I hear a student using an unfavor- 
able stereotype of white people I point 
to the buildings around him. Without 
the help of wealthy white friends, there 
would be no Tuskegee today.” Atlanta 
University has been similarly aided by 
philanthropists, notably the Rockefellers 
and Carnegie. . 
AT TUSKEGEE, George Washing- 
ton Carver published pamphlets such as 
“How to Live Comfortably Through the 
Winter” and “How to Raise Pigs With 
Little Money.” It was not until 1927 
that the Institute granted degrees. 

Today the school is placing more em- 
phasis upon liberal education. More 
Southern Negro schools now offer the 
vocational training in which Tuskegee 
pioneered, and more Tuskegee students 
are demanding courses in engineering, 
mathematics and political science, in 
keeping with broader o for

And Its Uncertain Future

OF ALL UNQUESTIONABLY legal professions, 
music enjoys the least prestige with the general publie. Anzieus 
parents caution their children against becoming musicians; Mr. 
Petrillo, of the American Federation of Musicians, warns that 
the problem of employment among professional musieians is be- 
coming ever more acute; we are informed that symphony or- 
chestras are perpetually skirting the edge of bankruptey; that 
most conductors and instrumental soloists have difficulty in 
practicing their professions; and that composers are unable to 
earn a livelihood by composing. 

In other words, there is neither glamor nor fortune ia the 

musical profession, except for the very few whe ean daim 
either excellent affiliations or a previously 
balance sturdy enough to weather the storm untfl the port of 
reoognition is reached. And even when that goal is attained, 
there is no guarantee of economic security. 
SEEMINGLY, IN OUR SOCIETY, music has become 
an expendable commodity. Despite the efforts of a handful of 
citizens to foster musical growth and development, the status of 
music in this country is gradually deteriorating. 

We are truly a schizoid nationl On one hand, we enjoy un- 
paralleled luxuries and the most staggering assortment ¢on- 
ceivable of time and labor-saving devices. We exhaust our- 
selves in our struggle to provide our homes and families with 
automobiles, refrigerators, television sets, air-conditioners, 
washing machines and flush toilets. We hurtle through space 
in jet airplanes so that we may lose as few hours from eern- 
ing money as possible. We drive ourselves into a state of near- 
collapse in our relentless pursuit of economic betterment. And 
in order to stabilize ourselves, in order to maintain a sem- 
blance of emotional equilibrium, we seek recreations and re- 
laxations. Here is revealed the other half of our national 
dual personality and it is not reassuring. In contrast to eur 
material wealth, our culture to say the least is intellectually 


Our theater is virtually non-existant, our literature is less — 
significant than it was 25 years ago, and our most celebrated 
contemporary painter is Grandma Moses. 

The Golden Age of Television is, to a certain degree, re- 
sponsible for this deplorable situation, since it affords enter- 
tainment which is at once inexpensive and convenient. But 
the quality of television is what it is because the publie likes 
Easy Assimilation. Music has been an enormous casualty. For 
certainly it is easier, by far, to absorb the contents of a musi- 
cal variety show, than it is to absorb a Beethoven quartet. And

the cheap music—the rock and roll, the country and hillbilly 
music, the dance music, and the music from most Broadway 
spectacles—which assails our ears from all sides is popular. 
Otherwise it would be withdrawn. 

THIS IS(PUKPORTEDLY) MUSIC to be enjoyed. If 
intelligence lies in inverse ratio to enjoyment, then it is enjoy- 
able. But life is no more all enjoyment than it is all work, and 
if Johannes Brahms is a tougher nut to crack than Irving Berlin, 
he is also an infinitely meatier and more rewarding one, We 
require such non-material rewards if we are to aspire toward 
anything loftier than automatism. We need our concerts and 
our art exhibitions; we need a vital theater and literature, 
not as entertainment, and not as sops to our consciences, but 
as a way to something finer, something more intangible, and 
something infinitely more precious than a high standard of ma- 
terial wealth. 

To listen to musie requires the engaging of intellectual 
gears, but these intellectual gears are what differentiate us 
from the invertebrates. We must use them, not for material 
gain, but in order to civilize ourselves. When that transpires, 
I venture, the musical profession will no longer be dis- 
reputable.

Classical Records

ANEW RECORDING of Debussy’s “Pelleas et Melisande” 
renews one’s impression of its unique qualities. As an opera 
it comes close to being a perfect synthesis of music and drama 
and at the same time it brings into play all the coloristic and 
dynamic subtlety that distinguishes the composer’s orchestral 
music, In the performance here recorded under the sensitive 
direction of Andre Cluytens the implications of Maeterlinck’s 
medieval play are brought into focus as a penetrating psycho- 
logical drama of universal significance. Victoria de los Angeles 
as Melisande brings an ideal vocal quality for the role; a pure 
timbre and with a flexibility that lends itself to many nuances 
within a fairly narrow dynamic range. The distraught inno- 
cence of Melisande is implicit in every bar. 

Jacques Jansen is Pelleas and though a more lyrical and 
fluent voice might be preferred he is wholly successful in his 
characterization. The role of Golaud, sung by Gerard Souzay, 
also has the full dimensions of a character desperately torn 
between the demands of honor and humanity. Pierre Frou- 
menty (Arkell), Jeannine Collard (Genevieve) and Francoise 
(Oceas) sing these roles with an equal fineness of perception. 
The Orchestra of the French Radio System is a warm, evanes- 
cent and plastic instrument in the hands of Maestro Cluytens. 
(Angel, three 12-inch Lps in album with text and explanatory 
notes.) 

YEHUDI MENUHIN PLAYS the Bartok Violin Con- 
certo with an incisive bite. His intonation is sometimes uncer- 
tain but his conception of the work is plausible and his execu- 
tion uniformly confident. He is associated with the Minne- 
apolis Symphony Orchestra under Antal Dorati, a conductor 
who brings an impressive authority to Bartok’s orchestral 
music. (Mercury, one 12-inch LP.) 

ARTHUR GRUMIAUX, VIOLINIST, 
AND CLARA HASKIL, PIANIST, give firmly 
molded performances of Beethoven's Sonata No. 7 in C Minor 
and Sonata No, 10 in G Major, for violin and piano, All the 
features of these two works are thoroughly assimilated into 
their playing; the energy of the music appears in its momen- 
tum as well as in its volume but the contrasting elements of 
contemplative sadness and tender lyricism are deployed with 
sureness of technique and artistic taste.

Cahokia’s share of the handle 
was $1,465,363, while that at 
Fairmount was $1,419,806. 

Decrease Each Year. 

The statistics show a decrease 
each year that the two courses 
have been in operation.

1956, $28,175,765.

Last year Missouri hunters 
killed 7388 deer during the fire- 
arms season.

around the streets. He was ac- 
companied by John O'Fallon, 
Henry Shaw, James Yeatman, 
Col. Robert Campbell and Ed- 
mund Bates. 

The Prince didn’t create a 
great deal of excitement his 
first day here, although a lot 
of people lined the streets to 
look at him, and an enterprising 
clothing merchant took advan- 
tage of the opportunity and 
drove his buggy ahead of the 
Prince’s carriage with a sign 
on the side calling attention to 
his fine suits and haberdashery. 

* * * 

UT on the second day the 
Beis reacted in typical Amer- 
fashion. Word got 
around that the Prince was 
going to attend the St, Louis 
Fair, then in progress at the 
Fairgrounds. He wasn't due 
until right after lunch, but the 
crowd started gathering in the 
middle of the morning, and by 
late morning it looked as 
though there would be a panic. 
Women with children were 
hysterical, and one child was 
reported trampled, and serious- 
ly injdred. Men were about to 
break down the fences around 
the fairgrounds to relieve the 
pressure of the still-gathering 
crowds. The arrival of the 
Prince apparently calmed the 
crowd and relieved the pres- 
sure. 

If the Prince wasn’t naturally 
democratic, he learned a lesson 
in democracy while in and 
around St. Louis. According to 
one story he was taken pheas- 
ant hunting over in Illinois by 
some leading -citizens. He got 
separated from his party, and 
accosted a Scotch-Irish immi- 
grant farmer and asked him to 
hitch up and drive him to the 
nearest village. The farmer re- 
plied he didn’t have any busi- 
ness in the village. 

And here we quote an un- 
known chronicler of a century 
ago: “ ‘Perhaps,’ said the Prince 
haughtily, with .a suppressed 
smile hovering about his lips, 
‘you do not realize you are 
refusing to do service for an 
Englisch nobleman.’ To which 
the good farmer replied, ‘Shure 
and that’s naither here nor 
there with me, sor. We're all 
on the same footing in this 
country, sor.’ 

Some 60 years later his 
grandson, Edward VIII, made 
his first visit to this country. 
That was in 1919, a year after 
World War I, when the Prince 
was 25 years old and still look- 
ed like a boy. It was a precise 
little visit, with the Prince 
doing and saying all the right 
things, visiting the right places. 
He went to the top of the 54- 
story Woolworth building, saw 
the Stock Exchange and went to 
the Metropolitan Opera where 
the crowd stood and applauded

so long the accolade was 
finally ended when the voice 
of Caruso singing “I Pagliacci” 
rose above it. The people yelled 
“Hello Prince” and “Hi Eddie” 
and everyone echoed the senti- 
ments of the engineer of his 
special train, whom the Prince 
had thanked personally. That 
kindly gent shifted his tobacco 
across his mouth and his eyes 
lighted up with enthusiasm as 
he said, “Well, I guess he's 
just what you'd call a reg’lar 
feller.” 

The Prince went home bored 
and bemused.

T was a different story when 
[ne came back in 1924. He was 

then 30 years of age, and he 
had been around. If he wasn't 
a prince right out of the story 
books, that was the role in 
which the Ameri¢ta of the. twen- 
ties cast him, and they did it 
with rather grim determination. 

He was handsome, if a little 
colorless. He played polo, rode 
with more dash than skill, 
liked jazz music, loved to dance,

and was the accepted arbiter of 
fashion. 

It all started on the Beren- 
garia when it sailed in August 
of 1924 with the Prince and 
his entourage aboard. The 
stéamer was packed with 
wealthy debutantes and their 
parents who had cut short 
European vacations to be on 
the same ship with the Prince 
of Wales. 

It was on this trip that Miss 
Lenore Cahill of St. Louis, 
who had been touring Europe. 
danced with the Prince of 
Wales and thereby became the 
original member of what was 
to become a very exclusive and 
very much publicized club—the 
girls who danced with the 
Prince of Wales. 

She is now Mrs. John Aid of 
4399 McPherson avenue. She is 
glad to say it has been a long 
time now since people always 
associated her name with that 
dance. Even so, every now and 
then someone with a long mem- 
ory will bring it up.

over to attend the International 
polo matches, and to visit his 
ranches in Canada. He paid his 
respects to Calvin Coolidge, and 
after that he belonged to the 
Long Island polo playing set. 


The first sour note was struck 


within the first week when he 
went to the races at Belmont 
Park. As soon as he appeared he 
became the center of a crushing 
crowd of several thousand peo- 
ple. Sweaty grooms were eébow- 
ing dowagers in silks, young 
girls were fighting for a 
glimpse of him, and men spec- 
tators, at first affecting disinter- 
est, were soon caught up in the 


excitement of trying to get 
close to him. 
The Prince bit his lip and 


furrowed his brow and pressed 
on, The State troopers and 
special police had to clear a 
lane. He was finally rescued but 
he was obviously annoyed. 

For days the headlines alter- 
nated between polo and danc- 
ing. One of the swankiest af- 
fairs was a dinner and dance At 
the Clarence Mackay home. 
and the country was atitter at 
the news that the Prince had 
slipped away from the ball at 
2:30 a.m. and didn’t get home 
until daylight. 

Then little unpleasantnesses 
began to pop up. A man was 
arrested for sending the Prince 
a threatening letter. During a 
lavish party at the J. S. Cosden 
estate on Long Island, thieves 
made away with.Lady Mount- 
batten’s jewels, which she 
swore were worth a quarter of 
a million dollars. And a clod 
of mud blacked one of the 
Prince’s eyes during a polo 
game, but he played bravely 
the next day, just the same.

N the meantime the Prince's 
| press relations had not only 

soured, they: had clabbered. 
They had been in the charge of 
a Major Gen. Oscar Solbert, a 
military attache to the Ameri- 
can embassy in London, who 
had asked for the assignment 
claiming that he understood the 
British and was familiar with 
the American press. It de- 
veloped that Solbert was deal- 
ing out information piecemeal, 
and that a lot of it was deliber- 
ately misleading. 

When the Prince himself 
heard about this, he relieved 
Solbert and turned the job over 
to Capt. A. S. Lascelles, his 
secretary. This was even worse. 
The captain explained his re- 
fusal to play ball with the press 
on one occasion this way: “If 
I had informed the newspaper 
men the Prince was going into 
New York, I might have missed 
my lunch. I have no intention 
of missing my lunch for com- 
parative strangers."’ Then he 
went on to elaborate: “It's the 
way we handle the press matter 
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at court I see no reason to 
change it in America.” | 
Furthermore, the gay picture 
the Prince was cutting was 
hardiy in keeping with the 
solemn majesty of the royal 
family and Great Britain, and 
there were rumors that Buck- 
ingham Palace and Parliament 
were disturbed.

The 
Prince tricked them. He ar- 
ranged -to have the train 
stopped a half mile or so from 
the station and boarded there. 
The final straw: A photogra- 
pher’s flashlight powder went 


off prematurely and badly 
burned the photographer, .a 
small boy and somebody's 
chauffeur.

and visited Chicago, where 
he was feted by the Swift fami- 
ly, and Detroit wherg he was a 
guest of the Ford family. He 
made a great hit with Henry 
Ford. 

When he left for home he was 
to most Americans .the Prince 
Charming right out of the fairy 
tales. There were a few excep- 
tions, notably the press which 
tried to cover him. But the 
secrecy and evasion had only 
added piquancy and romance, as 
far as the public was concerned, 
and the Prince could do no 
wrong. Even the _ reporters, 
whom the Prince had given:a 
bad time, had grown to like 
him personally, if not his aides. 

“The Prince of Wales has gone,” 
one of them led off his article 
the next day, “but as long as 
people read fairy books, his 
visit will be remembered.” » «* 

Even more so will St 
Louisans who were here. tre- 
member the visit of Queen 
Marie of Romania to St. Louis 
in the late autumn of 1926, 
Looking back, it’s a wonder S$

Under the first arrangement 
between the Board of Chil- 
dren’s Guardians and the Me- 
Creadys, the children—although 
not eligible for adoption — 
might be expected to remain 
with them over a period of 
years. Because of a crisis in 
their own homes, iliness or 
neglect, they could not be with 
their natural parents, yet they 
meeded the security of a home. 

Later, because she was able 
to give the children such good 
care, Mrs. McCready was asked 
by the Board to open her home 
to the youngest babies in their 
custody. 

“But we couldn't take that 
very long,” she’ said with a 
smile. “We grew to love them 
so much that we couldn't stand

So now 
we have older children with us. 


“It isn’t that we don’t love 
them just as much. We do and, 
as I say, we often bawl, in pri- 
vate, of course, after they leave. 
But the babies ... well... it’s 
too hard on your heart.” 


Through the years, the Mc- 
Creadys have learned the art 
of being substitute parents, giv- 
ing the thildren all the love 
their own parents have failed 
to give them, making them feel 
wanted and secure, yet permit- 
ting them to go without emo- 
tional ties. And because of that, 
their home is now on a standby 
emergency basis, where the 
children are taken until some 
more permanent arrangement 
may be made for their care. 


The Board pays the Mc- 
Creadys $100 a month, in return 
for which they keep their home 
open always for a maximum of 
seven children. It’s like a dor- 
mitory, in a way. As long as 
there is an extra bed available, 
the Board has the privilege of 
placing a child there temporari- 
ly. Then, for each one, a remu- 
neration of $1.50 a day is al- 
lowed in addition to the base 
$100 monthly fee. 

While the children are with 
the McCreadys, the Board is 
attempting to find the best pos- 
sible foster home for them. So

“And do you know, I believe 
in all this time, that’s the only 
trouble we ever had. The chil- 
dren have really been good.” 

Of course, the McCreadys 
never know from one week to 
the next who will comprise 
their family circle. One Christ- 
mas when Mrs. McCready re- 
turned from a visit in Granite 
City, she found her Rusband in 
the kitchen, cooing at an 18- 
day-old baby girl whom he had 
placed in a borrowed baby 
buggy. The baby had been 
abandoned and had been 
brought to the McCreadys by a 
Board of Children’s Guardians 
case worker. 

“We had to stop all our own 
Christmas preparations, but we 


were glad. She was such a 
sweet little We called 
her ‘Susie Snowflake.’ 


“T didn’t have an extra bed, 
but I took her in. We let her 
sleep over ,Christmas in the 
clothes basket. Then her real 
parents were located and she 
left us. 

“About 8:30 one night a little 
brother and sister, 7 and 5, 
were brought to us.

LWAYS on call as they are, 

the McCreadys never take a 

vacation and she never 
leaves the house unless she has 
a competent baby sitter with the 
children. Her husband, a hard- 
ware jobber, stays at home with 
them on Saturdays while she 
shops. 

“However,” she said, “we try 
to plan little outings for the 
children and that’s our vaca- 
tion. One day, we took them 
all to the Highlands and another 
time, we took an all-day trip 
to Washington State Park. And 
our children were the best be- 
haved of all.” 

They really think of them as 
“our children.” No matter how 
long or how brief the stay, each 
has left a little of himself in 
their lives. 

“You can’t forget them when 
you have cared for them,” said 
Mrs. McCready. “Take the little 
13-year-old who has been with 
us so long. They told us at the 
hospital when she was a finy 
baby that she might not live, 
but they let us take her home, 
hoping that it would be better 
for her. 

“For three days and nights, 
we had to give her medication 
every 15 minutes, That meant we 
set the alarm every 15 minutes 
and one of us stayed awake all 
the time. You can’t do that for a 
child and not have her deep in 
your heart. 

“I couldn't do without her 
now. She’s just like a little 
mother to the other children. 

“But they all have been won- 
derful. Sometimes, like a real 
mother, I get aggravated, but 
then I know I wouldn't change 
my life for anything. We don’t 
spoil them. They know the rules 
and they must follow them. 
Even though they are going to 
be here only a few weeks, we 
want them to be good children 
and have the right training 
while they’re here.

Olympia, flagship of Ad- 
miral George Dewey's fleet that 
blasted Spanish seapower at 
Manila Bay in 1898, has finally 
reached snug harbor. 


No longer will she rust and 
molder in the brackish waters 
of the back ways of the Phila- 
delphia Naval Base as she has, 
some say, almost abjectly and 
apologetically, these past 30 
years. 


A comparative handful of 
citizens who couldn’t bear to 
see this now sad little memento 
of a glorious moment in Amer- 
ica’s past destroyed, have taken 
her off the government's hands, 
pl to preserve it as a na- 
tional shrine.

From the time she was 
launched in San Francisco, in 
1895, until her “retirement” 
after bringing home the body 
of the Unknown Soldier from 
World War 1 in 1921, the Olym- 
pia was the Navy’s queen. De- 
signed by William B. Collier, a 
St. Louis architect, the gleam- 
ing white and black vessel cre- 
ated a legend of the sea as head 
of the famous “White Squad- 
ron.” 


But all her moments of his- 
tory—including the seven hours 
on May 1, 1898, when she led 
the bombardment of the Span- 
ish fleet at Manila Bay—the 
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Atlantic Fleet and four years 
later was completely re-armed. 
But by then, the Navy was 
building great ships which could 
have sent the Olympia to the 
bottom with a_ single blast. 
However, the Olympia doggedly 
remained on duty on the At- 
lantic coast. Navy men said she 
was dependable and could find 
little fault with her. 

In 1917, the Olympia was 
brought back into active war 
service. She was assigned as 
the flagship of the coast patrol 
squadron guarding the Atlantic 
seaboard between Boston and 
New York. She also took two 
troop convoys to Europe before 
going to the White Sea to be- 
come the flagship of a fleet 
of sub-chasers and patrol boats.

Oct. 12 (AP)—The costliest and 
longest suspension bridge in the | 
world will.soon link Michigan's 
two peninsulas, bringing a new. 
frontier to primeval forestland. 
The $100,000,000 span, being 
rushed to completion to meet a 
Nov. 1 target date for opening, 
stretches five miles across the 
Straits of Mackinac (pronounced | 
Mackinaw, as the name of the | 
city is spelled). 
Its towers reach upward as | 
high as a 47-story building 
above the treacherous, blue- 
black currents. Beneath, they 
reach down almost half that, far | 
into bedrock. 
The straits between the Mich- 
igan peninsulas is the water 
bridge between Lakes Miehigan 
and Huron. With the advent of 
the Mackinac bridge it becomes 
a sort of land ahd water cross- 
roads. 
In the 120 years that hi- 
gan has been a state, the effects 
of division have become .accen- 
tuated. In the southern penin- 


sula population has \ grown, 
swelling with the industrial 
complex created by the automo- 
bile industry. 

Wilderness Preserved. ' 

In the upper peninsula, isola- 
tion has helped preserve essen- 
tially a pine woods wilderness. 
There hunting and -fishing at- 
tract a steady stream of vaca- 
tioners, and until recently the 
major industry has been dwin- 
dling copper and iron mining. 

Hunters will be the first to 
benefit from the bridge. They 
will begin flocking to the upper 
peninsula in the coming weeks,

The towers of the California 
bridge are 400 feet farther 
apart and about 200 feet taller, 
however.

The tower strength of ‘the 
Mackinac bridge is such that; 
a Great Lakes freighter smash- 
ing into it would likely suffer 
severe damage. The bridge, 
however, would probably be un- 
damaged.

It begins 
60 miles up, goes at least 200 
miles high. In sparsest form it |

It’s a shield between you and | 
deadly sun. 

Were it not there, absorbing | 
the sun’s X-rays and most pow- 
erful ultraviolet light, life on/ 
earth would perish. | 

Were it not there, you might | 


never hear a radio. Short-wave | 
radio communication depends 


on bouncing or reflecting radio 
waves back to earth from this 
electrical sea. | 

Strange quirks in the iono- 
sphere sometimes perform mag- 
ic. Miami police calls are heard 


in California. Or a picture from | 


a television station hundreds of 
miles away suddenly appears on 
your screen. 

Major Exploration. 

Exploring this sea is a major 
activity of the International 
Geophysical Year, a co-opera- 
tive 64-nation effort to learn 
more about our earth, sun and 
space. 

Fingers of radio itself are a 
prime method of ionosphere ex- 
ploring. Literally thousands of 
times a day over the world spe- 
cial radio beams are darting up 
and bouncing back to measure 
heights, intensities, and other 
changing peculiarities of the 
ionosphere. 

When the full story is pieced 
together, scientists hope to an- 
gwer some puzzles of the high 
atmosphere, and find new or 
improved ways of putting the 
ionosphere to human service. 

The radio fingers and other 
techniques already have dis- 
closed much of the story, ex- 
plains Robert W. Knecht, a 
project leader in sun-earth re- 
lationships at the National Bu- 


rather than reflects radio 
waves, producing radio black- 
outs and interference. Other 
sun flares have no effect, for 
reasons not yet understood. 

Magnetic storms and huge 
bursts of cosmic rays can play 
hob with the electrical sea. 

Mysteriously, intense clouds 
sometimes appear—known as 
sporadic E—that reflect high 
frequency and television “+ 
nals. What causes these clou 
isn’t known. The patches some- 
times appear to move at speeds 
of 100 to 200 miles an hour or 
faster. This indicates tre- 
mendous winds, or else move- 
ment of whatever is causing the 
ionization.

Do you really want a four-day week? 


Will you ever work a four-day week? 

Vice President Nixon thinks you will. During last 
fall's Presidential campaign, he predicted an industry- 
wide four-day schedule “in the not too distant future.” 

Walter Reuther, president of the* United Auto 
Workers, thinks you should. Next year, he has an- 
_ nounced, he will ask auto manufacturers to place 
workers on a shorter workweek without reducing their 
pay. Battle lines already are being drawn. 

But do you really want a four-day week? Is it really 
“inevitable,” as the UAW likes to suggest, in view of 
automation and increased production? Or is it more 
likely to disrupt all of America — its jobs, its homes, 
its schools, its likes and dislikes? 

One of the “hottest” controversies in the U.S. today 
is. wrapped up in the answers to these questions. 
To find them, parape talked to industrialists, labor 
leadérs, Government spokesmen, economists, sociolo- 
gists, psychologists, educators, clergymen— all of 
whom have a stake in a four-day week. Briefly, here 
are highlights from what they had to say: 


Some Differences of Opinion 


e Most Americans don’t want a four-day week, even 
at the same pay, according to the -Trendex News Poll 
and the American Institute of Public Opinion. 

e Increased productivity will make the four-day week 
a strong possibility by 1970, a Department of Labor 
expert says, if workers prefer it to extra income. 

e A four-day week might be short-sighted. We Ameri- 
cans, some economists and industry groups claim, 
could double our standard of living in 25 years by 
staying on a five-day week. 

e If a change comes, it will be gradual, beginning in 
assembly-line industries and working down to service 
jobs like police, hospitals, stores. 

e Many workers probably would take a second job in 
preference to a third day off. 

@ Some businesses probably would have to adjust, but 
_ others would boom: sports equipment, vacation re- 
sorts, garden supplies, gasoline, autos. ~

© Prices probably would increase further; crime rates 
might rise. Family breakups might be more wide- 
spread. But, conversely, some families probably would 
be drawn more tightly together. 

© The whole question may be decided not by workers 
but by their wives. “Do you think,” one psychiatrist 
asked PARADE, “that American women can stand to 
have their husbands underfoot three days in a row?” 

And women, according to the American Institute of 
Public Opinion (the Gallup Poll), are more opposed 
to the shortened workweek than men. Gallup’s figures 
show that 67 per cent oppose the idea (after all, their 
workweek wouldn't be reduced) while only 54 per 
cent of men do. 

Trendex, surveying union members, learned that 
47 per cent favored a five-day week. Nearly 30 per 
cent wanted a four-day week now, and 14 per cent 
suggested keeping the five-day schedule a little longer, 
but voted for a four-day week eventually. 

Most workers told Trendex they need more income, 
not more free time. When the poll suggested a choice 
between a four-day week at present pay levels or a five- 
day week with increased pay, most workers voted for 
the pay raise. Businessmen point also to Akron’s rub- 
ber workers, who work a six-hour-day, six-day week. 
They are openly opposed to returning to a five-day 
schedule. Reason: More than a third of them use their 
free time to hold down a second job. 

Some industrialists — and some labor leaders — 
think the Reuther campaign is aimed not at more time 
but at more money. (Ford’s top negotiator, John 
Bugas, has called the plan “a smokescreen.”) The 
UAW, these sources say, wants to work the same num- 
ber of hours but wants overtime pay to start earlier. 


In any case, they contend, the auto industry is un- 


likely to grant a four-day week next year. 

“We could work a one-day week right now,” says a 
spokesman for the National Association of Manufac- 
turers, “if we wanted to give up a lot of things. But of 
course no one does.” Adds Dr. Solomon Fabricant, a 
New York University economist: “I doubt that a four- 


day week is likely in the near future without a reduc- 
tion in pay — and people won't pay the price.” 

But by 1970 things may be different. Increasing 
productivity will make four days at slightly higher pay 
a strong possibility, according to Charles D. Stewart, 
deputy assistant secretary for standards and statistics 
of the U.S. Department of Labor. Even then, would 
you want to work four days—or shoot for more money 
by working five? 


Three Months Off at a Time? 


The answer: No one is certain. Some union offi- 
cials think you might prefer to stay on a five-day week 
and take the extra time off in long week ends or three 
months off every five years. When Trendex asked one 
machinist how he felt about a four-day week, he re- 
plied, “With a four-day week, I'd have another day at 
home with nothing to do.” 

What would you do with an extra day off? Many 
businessmen predict a further boom in leisure-time 
industries. More families would tackle the mushroom. 
ing outdoor sports, like boating, skiing, skin-diving. 
Husbands would attempt new and more involved do- 
it-yourself projects. Movies would draw more cus- 
tomers, more television sets would be sold, sports 
events would play to bigger houses. 

The nation would need more highways because 
more people would use their spare time to travel. More 
cars and more gasoline would be sold; vacation resorts 
would be overrun. (But one businessman points out, 
logically, that more leisure. requires more spending 
money. Could you afford a four-day week? ) 

A switch to four days’ work would give you more 
time with your family, but this is a two-edged sword, 
PARADE was told repeatedly. One psychiatrist pre 
dicted a four-day week would mean more broken 
homes. “There are a lot of marginal families based on 
keeping out of each other's way,” he told PaRape. 
“Husband and wife are thrown together just two days 
a week; they can stand that. But the extra day might 
be enough to push them over the brink.”

Three days together: a boon for families? 


For other families, another psychia- 
trist says, three days together could be 
a great boon. “It could be the answer to 
the problem of father-son relationship 
we see so much of now,” he says. The 
Rev. Dr. Ralph W. Sockman, of Na- 
tional Radio Pulpit, adds: “The Ameri- 
can family could well be drawn more 
closely together, and stronger moral 
fiber might be the result. But with 
three days of leisure, Americans might 
face many, many more temptations.” 

Dr. Sockman does not subscribe to 
the idea that work is virtuous and play 
sinful. It’s simply that, mathemi&ti- 
cally, there’s more time to be tempted. 
Unfortunately, psychiatrists told 
PARADE, many people do regard work 
as “good,” and play as “bad.” 

These are victims of what psychiatry 
calls “the Sunday neurosis.” At work, 
they feel satished, convinced they 
really are worth something; at rest, 
they are gnawed by feelings of guilt. 

One psychiatrist who has specialized 
in the psychological overtones of leisure 
believes Americans can’t cope with 
three days off unless they have definite 
interests and hobbies with specific 
goals. For them to get the most from it, 
their spare hours will have to be 
planned — by themselves or others.

FUN FOR YOUR 3-DAY WEEKEND 


TEMPTATIONS would lure idle Americans 


from all directions, another expert predicts. 


Dr. Eli Ginzberg, a Columbia Uni- 
versity economist, once studied a group 
of movie projectionists who worked a 
four-day schedule. He found the same 
leisure-time pattern as for a two-da\ 
week end— only more of it. 

“Time definitely did not hang heav) 
on their hands,” Dr. Ginzberg says. 
“These men occupied themselves help- 
ing their wives, or with do-it-yourself 
projects, or watching ball games.” 

But one psychiatrist predicts further 
scrambling of the jobs of husband and 
wife: “If the husband is home three 
days a week and spends his time wash- 
ing dishes or cleaning the living room, 
how can a child tell who's mother and 
who's father?” 

One of the biggest dislocations might 
be m the schools. Recently Dr. William 
E. Stirton, vice president of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, urged educators to 
plan now for an avalanche of students 
as workweeks shorten. Other educators 
also anticipate a boom in adult educa- 
tion —either by workers looking for 
“something to do” or by those trying to 
reach executive ranks (where, one 
hard-pressed executive told PARADE 
acidly, “they can then work 60 or 70 
hours a week”). 

Will the schools follow the pattern 
and cut back to four days? Many edu- 
cators don’t see how the number of 
school days could be retluced without 
children being short-changed. Dr. Ear! 
}. McGrath, former U.S. commissioner 
of education, points out that many elc 
mentary schools already are experi 
menting with even longer school terms. 

From parents, however, Dr. Mc- 
Grath anticipates pressure to bring 
schools into line with the workweck. 
Absenteeism may increase as parents 
utilize three-day week ends for famil) 
trips. 

“At the moment,” Dr. McGrath says, 
“most educators would oppose short- 
ening the school week. It’s not the samc 
as speeding up an assembly line.” 
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To many experts, this is the big stumbling block to 
a four-day week. As Reuther begins dickering with the 
Big Three of the auto industry, you'll hear more and 
more of the UAW arguments: that a four-day week 
would spread jobs, that automation is displacing work- 
ers, that continually increasing productivity means 
workers are making more goods in less time, and. this 
savings in time should go to the workers. 

Today, however, nearly 50 per cent of Americans 
are providing services, not manufacturing products. 
Automatic assembly lines don’t include them. Yet if 
factories should cut back to a four-day week, inevitably 
a cry would go up for a four-day week in these fields, 
too. 

One economist told PARADE a cut in hours would 
mean another risé in prices — and again the service 
workers would be the yictims. Dr. William Haber, a 
University of Michigan economist, suggests that the 
most practical course would be to continue a five-day 
week. American living standards would increase and 
the nation could mop*up some of its shortages — in 
highways and schools, for instance. 


VICE PRESIDENT NIXON: He LABOR LEADER REUTHER: He's 
predicted Americans could work asking the auto industry to grant 
a four-day week in near future. a ‘shorter’ workweek next year. 


The Labor Department's Stewart thinks industry 
might drop back to a feur-and-a-half-day week, then 
to four days, just as the six-day week went to five and 
a half, then five. Other experts agree that the progress 
of the shorter workweek — if and when it comes — 
will be uneven, touching an industry here and there 
and leaving others on five days and some even on six. 
Reuther’s demands have dramatized the issue. But no 
expert interviewed by PARADE believed a switch to 
four days of eight hours each is practical now, or even 
five years from now. 

Both the National Association of Manufacturers 
and the U.S. Chamber of Commerce have assigned 
study committees to the subject, knowing that it will 
crop up frequently in the future. (Other unions al- 
ready have taken their cue from the UAW and made 
similar demands.) They want to know, among other 
things, whether Americans really want to work only - 
four days. 

“Maybe what we'll see is people trying to hold down 
two jobs,” says one industry spokesman. “Instead of a 
five-day week, they'll choose a seven-day week.” Like 
many business figures, he feels that the abbreviated 
week will be theoretically possible someday — maybe 
in 20 years, maybe in 30 years, maybe more. Whether 
it will ever come true in fact is another question. 

Will you ever work a four-day week? You can to- 
morrow, if you want to. But do you really want to? 
These, as the experts see them, are the terms. a

LONDON. 
It started with a whisper last February, a whisper that 
went from the White House to Buckingham Palace:

But when visiting, she rarely gets time to go off by 
herself and relax. In one 14-hour day during a recent 
visit abroad, Elizabeth had 20 minutes to herself. 

A big part of her time the last few weeks has been 
spent picking her wardrobe for this trip. The two 
principal royal couturiers, Norman Hartnell and 
Hardy Amies, have been at the Palace at least once 
every week. They both know her tastes well: no tight 


. skirts (because she’s got to get out of cars in front of 


photographers), plenty of soft materials in blues, 
pinks, yellows and whites (she detests green and 
black). Afternoons, she'll wear tweeds; evenings, blue 
or white satin-type materials heavily embroidered — 
but no heavier than 14 lbs. a gown. 

Only a Queen, of course, could afford such clothes. 


When Elizabeth visited Paris for three days recently, 
she took with her five coats, five dresses and four 
evening gowns. The bill: $6,000. 

When the wardrobe for the U.S. trip was delivered, 
the Queen’s maid, Margaret “Bobo” Macdonald, su- 
pervised the packing. Each complete outfit — frock 
with matching gloves, hat and shoes — is packed to- 
gether in black-leather cases with the gold mono- 
gram EIJIR (Elizabeth Il, Regina).

For long trips, Nhs is Commsniioriatk tour tice 
years ago, Mrs. Holland makes the trip herself in ad- ° 
vance. She traveled through Australia, New Zealand 
and various South Pacific islands, noting temperature, 
humidity and so on. When she got back home, she 
knew from experience ‘how to keep the Queen's nose 
from shining while standing under a tropic sun for 
several hours. 

The royal jewel box almost certainly is carrying 
over a million dollars in gems to the Stafes. When she 
visited Paris, Elizabeth took three tiaras, four neck- 
laces, four bracelets and a: watch whose face is cov- 
ered with precious stones. French jewelers estimated 
the lot at $142 million. 

It’s expected that Elizabeth will take to the U-S., 
among other valuables, a single pink diamond three- 
quarters of an inch in diameter. Whatever royal jewels 
she brings, they'll be guarded night and day by two 
men from Scotland Yard. 

Most important, though, Elizabeth is bringing her- 
self.

WASHINGTON, D.C. 
A small army of British and U.S. offi- 
cials has been hard at work for the past 
five months laying plans for the 
Queen's visit. Nothing has been left to 
chance. Under the direction of Victor 
Purse, vigorous young deputy chief of 
protocol for the State Department, off- 
cials have made dry runs over every 
inch of the royal couple’s itinerary, 
clocking with stopwatches — to the 
minute — the time -they'll arrive at 
each place and the time they'll depart. 

' Their patience has paid off. Last 
August, for instance, they flew to Wil- 
liamsburg, Va., to look over the routes 
the Queen will travel while touring 
there. At the airport, their plane — 
President Eisenhower's Columbine (it 
will fly the royal couple from Williams- 
burg to Washington) — got stuck in 
sand. It was easily pulled out; but now 
the officials know enough to steer the 
Columbine clear of that area. “Just im- 
agine how embarrassed we'd be,” says 

ne, “if the plane got stuck with the 
Queen in it — and the President wait- 
ing for her in Washington!” 

Two sets of plans have been drawn 
up for every outdoor function, in case 
of rain. The Queen, for éxample, is ex- 
pected to ride up New York’s Broad- 
way in an open touring car for the 
traditional ticker-tape welcome — but 
a hard-top limousine will stand by. 

The royal couple, though, could jam 
the tight schedule by stopping five min- 
utes longer than they should, or chat- 
ting with somebody 15 minutes instead 
of five. Unless that time were made up, 
they'd be late the rest of the day. 

“We've tried to prevent this,” says 
Purse. “We've checked with a British 
official who knows the Queen’s tastes 
on how long she’d want to stay at each 
stop.” But if either the Queen or Philip 
does dawdle, there'll be nothing off- 
cials can do but look at their watches 


and squirm. “You can't,” regretfully 
concedes one, “ say, ‘Come on, Queen, 
you're holding up the show.’ ” 

But the State Department knows 
Elizabeth will cooperate as fully as pos- 
sible. They were charmed by her when 
she came to Washington in 1951, then 
a princess. One who also fell under her 
spell was President Truman, who pro- 
posed this toast to her: “When I was a 
little boy I read about the fairy prin- 
cess — and here she is!” 

She soon became accustomed to U.S. 
ways. Once a photographer yelled at 
her: “Hey, Princess, don’t just stand 
there. Do something.” State Department 
men turned white, but Elizabeth just 
threw back her head and laughed. 

Highlights of the 1957 visit: 

Wednesday: The royal couple will 
land at 2 p.m. at Patrick Henry Airport, 
Va., visit Jamestown and Williamsburg. 

Thursday: They'll fly from Wil- 
liamsburg to Washington, arrive at the 
White House at 12:15 for lunch with 
President and Mrs. Eisenhower. That 
evening the President will give a state 
dinner in their honor. 

Friday: They'll lunch with Vice 
President Nixon and his wife, attend a 
British embassy party for them, then 
go to a State dinner in their honor given 
by Sec. of State John Foster Dulles. 

Saturday: In the afternoon they'll at- 
tend the Maryland-North Carolina 
football game, in the evening give a 
dinner in honor of Ike and Mamie. 

Sunday: A day mostly for them- 
selves, but in the evening they'll attend 
a dinner at the Australian embassy, 
then depart for New York. 

Monday: They'll ride up Broadway, 
lunch with Mayor Wagner, visit the 
U.N., attend both a dinner and a ball 
before departing by air for London. 

The State Department knows they'll

How parents 
‘meet a 
new baby

SYRACUSE, N. ¥. 
What happens when parents “meet” a 
newborn baby for the first time? Mil- 
lions of people think they know. But 
do they? Do you know what this meet- 
ing really can mean? 

In a remarkable new parent-child 
study at Syracuse Memorial Hospital 
here, doctors are trying to find out. For 
the first time, they are using high-speed 
movie cameras and sound tapes to re- 
cord the tentative touches and sounds 
of this most tender moment of life. 

The doctors are probing the behavior 


- of babies and parents. Their first goal 


is to improve hospital stays; on a long- 
range basis, they hope to learn whether 
early behavior has an important bear- 
ing on family relationships later on. 
Additionally, the study will let psychol- 
ogists on the research team test certain 
assumptions about the first year of life 
and personality growth. 

Final results will not be in for years. 


FIRST LOOK: Baby James Michael lies 
quietly while his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
James Doran of Syracuse, get ac- 
quainted. Here the Dorans follow an 
oft-repeated pattern of behavior. First, 
father tries to get baby to grab his fin- 
ger; next, mother brushes her nose 
against baby’s forehead, as if to smell 
it; then baby’s feet are inspected. Par- 
ents usually examine a new baby’s hands 
and feet to make sure they're normal. 


However, the doctors already have 
turned up some fascinating informa- 
tion. For instance, they have recorded 
the typical “signals” between parent 
and new offspring. There are recurring 
patterns of “mother talk,” “father pat- 
ting,” “mother play,” “baby communi- 
cation.” The candid photos on these - 
and the following pages show Syracuse 
parents and babies “caught” using the 
signals during the study. 

Head of the research team is Dr. 
Julius Richmond, noted pediatrician 
and staff member of the State Univer- 
sity of New York’s Upstate Medical 
Center here. The movies are shot by 
Dr. Helen Blauvelt, a biologist, who 
previously studied behavior patterns of 
animals and their young via the mo- 
tion-picture camera. The entire study 
is being financed by a $275,000 Ford 
Foundation grant. 

Dr. Richmond points out that the 
films now being taken at the hospital

really amount to “time-motion” stud- 
ies, such as those conducted in indus- 
try to evaluate the handling of specific 
jobs. But here the expected findings 
are rather different, involving impor- 
tant family problems. The films could 
reveal, for instance, which “signals” 
parents use when they feel comfortable 
with their child and which they use 
when they are confused, chagrined or 
uncomfortable. Or the films could turn 
up important differences—in behavior 
between male and female babies. 

Taking a long view, the Syracuse 
doctors hope to set up a system where- 
by the newborn babies and their par- 
ents can be “followed up” for at least 
a year to get some idea of what kind of 
children the infants will grow into. 

Much of the original thinking in the 
study grew out of experiments by Dr. 
Blauvelt and other scientists at the 
Cornell University animal “behavior 
farm” at Ithaca, N.Y. There the, 
showed that the period immediatel) 
after birth-can be a critical one — at 
least for animals. 

They found, for example, that baby 
lambs and goats, isolated from their 
mothers for four hours or less, sud- 
denly may lose their ability to cope 
with problems. Thereafter, when dan- 
ger threatens, the Waby may develop a 
hunched posture and turn sickly. 


Research vs. Emotion 


As the Syracuse study continues, 
scientists will take a good, close look at 
present-day hospital-maternity proce- 
dures everywhere. How “much time 
should elapse before the parents see 
their new child? Should fathers see 
their babies only through glass parti- 
tions? Does rooming in (when baby 
lives in the same room with mother ) 
suit parents’ emotional needs? 

To the couples participating in the 
study, however, medical research is far 
less important than the new baby it- 
self. Not long ago, a young mother 
looked up from bed to see a nurse ap- 
proaching with her first child, a tiny 
girl. The mother’s eyes lit up and then 
filled. She whispered: “This is the 
moment I have. waited for — since | 
was 4 years old.” 

By learning to relate such emotional 
responses to the future of.the babies

One afternoon last month, television star Desi Arnaz 
and Texas oil tycoon Clint Murchison were watching 
the horses run at Del Mar, near San Diego. As they 
chatted, Murchison (who can afford it) idly offered 
Arnaz $11 million for his and wife Lucille Ball's show- 
business holdings. 

Desi turned the offer down. “Not enough,” he said. 

A woman in the next box refused to believe her 
ears. “How do you like that!” she exclaimed to me 
later. “Refusing 11 million dollars in cash! “Why, I 
remember when that Cuban was getting $250 a week 
for banging bongo drums!” 

Other people remember Desi Arnaz when he drove 
a taxi in Miami in the 1930s, or Lucille Ball when she 
modeled dresses in New York's garment district for 
$25 a week. But such memories of a poor-but-strug- 
gling young couple predate 1951 — the year they 
began I Love Lucy. Since then Desi (now 40) and 
Lucille (now 46) have built a TV empire that cur- 
rently is worth $25 million, with no ceiling in sight. 

Basis of the empire (corporate name: Desilu) is | 
Love Lucy, 180 episodes of which the Columbia broad- 
casting System recently bought for $4,800,000. 
Desilu owns six other TV programs: The Lucy-Desi 
Show, Whirlybirds, Official Detective Stories, Sheriff 
of Cochise, The Walter Winchell File and This is 
Alice; all will be on the air by 1958. The empire in- 
cludes Motion Picture Center, two blocks of sound 
stages in the center of Hollywood, where are produced 
not only the Desilu shows but also most of these filmed 
TV programs: Wyatt Earp, The Lineup, the Danny 
Thomas show, December Bride, the Eve Arden and 
Red Skelton shows, Jim Bowie, The Real McCoys, 
Date with the Angels, Meet McGraw and The Cali- 
fornians. 

Further, Desilu’s commercial division turns out com- 
mercials for the TV advertiser. In fact, the only angle 
in video these two entertainers have avoided to date 
is station-ownership, And that could come yet.

Wealth hasn’t spoiled the Arnazes—in fact, just the reverse 


How have they done it? 

Lucille says, “Search me. I leave all 
business matters to Desi.” Says Desi mod- 
estly, “It’s just luck.” But one CBS execu- 
tive has a fuller analysis. “Desi Arnaz,” 
he says, “has a business head and uncanny 
foresight. He and Lucy make an unbeat- 
able team. She’s been around Hollywood 
for years and has cased every creative per- 
son in the industry. Desi, on the other 
hand, knows all the business angles.” 

Historically, the Desilu TV empire was 
born seven years ago in a family quarrel. 
Desi speaking: ; 

_“Lucy and me were married in 1940. 
Because of my accent, there weren't many 
movie roles for me in Hollywood. So I 
traveled with my band playing theaters 
and night clubs. While I was on the road, 
Lucy worked in pictures. In 11 years of 
marriage, we spent only three together. 
Also $29,000 on long-distance calls. 

“One evening Lucy said, “This has got 
to stop. I am becoming a nervous wreck; 
the phone company is becoming rich.’” 


One Secret: Production 


That year (1950) the couple formed 
the Desilu Corporation, with Desi as presi- 
dent and Lucille as vice-president. Both 
did some radio work; then, to prove to 
each other that they could make a go of it 
as a comedy team, they went on a nation- 
wide vaudeville tour. It was well received 
— and it.gave them the idea for I Love 
Lucy. 

Once their TV career was launched, the 
Arnazes worked out a production method 
which, at the time was regarded as revo- 
lutionary. Each Lucy episode was turned 
into a three-act play, performed in se- 
quence before a live audience, recorded 
with audience laughter, then edited, 
scored and released. Close-ups were done 
later. By careful hiring of cast and tech- 
nicians, Desi and Lucille produced each

This should 
give you a small idea of Desi’s business 
acumen and persuasive power. 

Then there are The Walter Winchell 
File and the Western Hills Hotel in Palm 
Springs, both of which the Arnazes own. 
Last winter, just after the hotel was fin- 
ished, Desi threw a large party at their 
Palm Springs house. Among the guests 
was columnist Winchell. 


Another Show is Bom 


Presently Desi announced that he was 
going to make a new video series with 
Winchell. Since the columnist had been 
unsuccessful on TV only a few months 
previously in his own show, other guests 
thought Desi was losing his grip. Several 
friends warned him against the idea. But 
Desi said simply, “Don’t worry. I know 
how to get along with Winchell.” The 
result: The Walter Winchell File, a sur- 
prisingly good TV show. 

Now that they've struck it rich, have 
Lucille and Desi changed? The answer is 
yes — for the better. 

Where once Lucille seemed insecure 
and, like most actresses, fearful of the 
future, she now is more relaxed. Where 
once she had her personal beauty-shop

equipment scattered all over the Arnaz 
ranch house in San Fernando Valley, she 
now keeps a tidy home in Beverly Hills 
(next door to Jack Benny). She still wears 
skirts Cor slacks) and sweaters, still re- 
fuses to put on airs, still insists on giving 
her friends beauty treatments, still is out- 
spoken, down-to-earth, impetuous and 
fanatically loyal. 

As for Desi, success has made him a 
nicer man. No longer on the defensive, no 
longer referred to as “Lucille Ball’s hus-. 
band” but recognized instead as a talent 
in his own right, he has been mellowed 
rather than corrupted by money. He sees 
to it that Desilu employes (they have 
risen from seven to 1,000 in six years) 
receive the biggest bonuses in Hollywood. 
He insists that everyone call him “Desi.” 
He makes quick decisions but never 
throws his weight around. Of late, he has 
indulged in one major extravagance, 
horsés. He bought five and raced them 
unsuccessfully at Del Mar this season. 

It was there that oilman Murchison of- 
fered him the $11 million. “I turned it 
down,” Desi told me, “because 1 would 
have had a board of directors telling me 
how to run things. This way, I still have 
my independence. 

“I came to this country in 1934 after 
a revolution in Cuba, and a lot of people 
helped me get where I am today. It could 
only happen in this country, and I’m stay- 
ing with those people in TV production

His dreams span a rigo- 
rous, 13-year chasm, between his first 
vear at St. Peter’s College here and the 
day he offers his first Mass, as a Roman 
Catholic priest in the community of 
the Paulist Fathers. 

On these pages you see a picture rec- 
ord of.the first hurdle Robert and his 
45 fellow seminarians are trying to 
clear. St. Peter’s is a minor seminary, 
for boys 13 to 20. For a boy to become 
a priest, he need not attend such a sem- 
inary. But many candidates choose to, 
knowing this “prep school” will hone 
them for the even more difficult year of 
novitiate and six years of major semi- 
nary, the formal theological training 
ground for priesthood. 

No one will be surprised if Robert 
ever wears his own cope and biretta. 
lis class includes 12 other 13-year- 
aids. If two complete the 13 years to 
ordination, it will be almost a record. 

Yet the candidates keep coming — 
and the Catholic Church is grateful 
hat they do. The number of seminar- 
ans has increased 33 per cent since 


1950, and the number of priests like- 
wise is climbing steadily. But the 
Catholic population is increasing, too; 
new churches are springing up every- 
where and some areas have drastic 
shortages of clergy. 

So it is also with the Protestant and 
Jewish seminaries. Schools almost de- 
serted during the 1930s are bustling 
with activity again — yet churches and 
synagogues everywhere. demand con- 
stantly more clergymen. 

As a Paulist, Robert Powers, if he is 
ordained, probably never will have a 
parish of his own. Instead he will join 
a carefully screened order of only 225 
“Missionaries to Main Street.” The 
Paulists, who next year mark their 
100th birthday as the first American 
order of priests, are deliberately kept 
small to minister to U.S. non-Catholics. 
Robert, a native of New York’s Bronx, 
was picked partly for his outgoing per- 
sonality and ease in any situation — 
handy traits for a Paulist. 

Ordained Paulists are likely to staff 
trailer chapels in remote areas, or work 
on one of the publications (The Paulist 
Press, Catholic World) for which the 
order is noted. Their training — to

ability to pay — is much like that in 
any Catholic seminary. 

It begins each day at 5:40 a.m., 
when the “excitator” calls out “Bene- 
dicamus Domino” — “Let us bless the 
Lord” — and the students answer 
sleepily, “Deo gratias” — “Thanks be 
to God.”

To Shirley Majors, a 42-year-old football 
coach here, there’s something in football for 
every member of the family — and he’s got 
the family to prove it:

e His wife, Elizabeth, runs Huntland’s

It annoys coach Majors to hear people 
credit his sons with the rise in Huntland’s for- 
tunes. “The boys had plenty of help,” he 
snaps. “And they didn’t get treated any dif- 
ferent than the other boys. They know better 
than to expect favors from me.” 

It delights him that his sons have taken 
the sweet smell of success in stride. When 
only a high-school sophomore, Johnny was 
barraged by scholarship offers from college. 
“He listened to them all,” says his father, “but 
he — Joe and-Bill too — asked for no more 
than the rules allow.” 

Last fall Johnny was a Big Man on Cam- 
pus at Tennessee. Yet after one grucling 
game, during which he played 45 minutes, 
he slipped away from admirers to spend a 
half hour playing catch with his kid brother 
Bobby. 


Surprise for Mom 


Last winter Johnny signed a pro contract, 
thus could take money for personal appear- 
ances. His mother thought he was saving the 
money till one day an electric dishwasher 
was delivered to her door — from Johnny. 

It surprises coach Majors that a few 
tathers won't let their sons play football. But 
with labor in short supply in this farming 
area, some farmers feel their sons are better 
employed on cotton fields than on gridirons. 

‘I visit the farms and talk to the dads,” 
says Shirley Cwho became a coach because 
he hates farming). “I point out there’s always 
some way to get farm chores done.” 

Some of his ways are a little wnorthodox. 
Once a farmer phoned to say his son couldn’t 
practice because “my hired hands are sick 
and I need the boy to pick cotton.” 

Majors told the farmer to hold everything, 
packed his 25 football players into cars and 
hauled them to the-farm, where their after- 
noon workout consisted of picking over 800 
lbs. of cotton. 

Such thoughtfulness, naturally, has made 
Majors popular around here; as a result he 
gets the best talent in the area. This fall, 
though, poses new problems for Majors and 
his four football-playing sons: 


@ He’s leaving high-school football for the 
fierce competition of college. (Even at 
Sewanee — a Simon-pure institution — 
coaches are not paid to lose.) 

@ Johnny is playing pro ball, where many 
an All-American before him has stumbled. 

@ Joe and Bill are playing college ball under 
the shadow of Johnny’s great record. 

e Larry, back here at Huntland, is playing 
football for the first time without his father 
to coach him. 

But they'll all do all right, Majors believes, 
mainly because he has never made his foot- 
ball-wild family feel they had to win. His 
wife’s quiet wit has helped. Once, after 
Johnny had fumbled a punt in a big game, 
the family sat plunged deep in gloom. Finally, 
Mrs. Majors stood up. 

“Now never mind,” she said to them all. 
“Once in a while everybody burns.a biscuit.” 

The Majors boys hope they'll burn few 
biscuits on the gridiron this fall. “But for 
this family,” says Shirley, “there'll never be 
any game like football — win or lose.” - @

EPRESENTING my fel- 


low Americans in Spain 
has been made easier by the 
fact that we in the United 
States have had a long tradi- 
tion of interest in things Span- 
ish. Thomas Jefferson was an 
assiduous student of the Span- 
ish language. Irving and Pres- 
cott were not only intrigued by 
Spain's history, but made sub- 
stantial contributions to its 
study. Longfellow and Lowell 
were poets who fell under the 
charm of Spain. Our great 
Southwest was in large part 
discovered, explored, colonized 
and settled by the venturesome 
Spaniards. In this century the 
extent to which the Spanish 
language and literature are 
studied in our schools and col- 
leges is eloquent evidence of the 
recognition we accord to the 
culture of this ancient land. 


This special issue of the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch appears at 
an auspicious moment in our 
relations with Spain. With the 
wealth of information which it 
contains, it attests to the gath- 
-ering interest of Americans in 
Spain, her culture, her history; 
for the future. At a time when 
the course of history may well 
be decidetiby the interest which 
peoples of different back- 
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grounds show in one another, 
this is a most encouraging de- 
velopment. 

It has now been four years 
since we signed military and 
economic cO-operation agree- 
ments with the Spanish Gov- 
ernment. I believe we can 
honestly say that our expecta- 
tions have been exceeded. We 
have co-operated successfully 
with officials and generally 
with the people of Spain in an 
atmosphere marked by cordiali- 
ty and mutual respect. This has 
been made possible in part by 
the Spaniards’ friendly interest 
in our history, our ways of liv- 
ing, and our culture, an inter- 
est which our Information Serv- 
ice is working effectively to 
satisfy, and also by the grow- 
ing understanding among Span- 
iards that Americans have been 
and are sincerely and sympa- 
thetically interested in Spain. 


The number of American 
students and professors who 
come to Spain to study has in- 
creased. At the same time, 
4500 American tourists visited 
Spain in 1947, now, a decade 
later, some 300,000 Americans 
are enjoying the enchantment 
of this hospitable country. Each 
American visitor is a potential 
factor of great importance in 
forming a climate of opinion 
favorable to the effective oper- 
ation of our joint bases. These 
bases, nearing completion, stand 


even now as a formidable bas- 
tion in the cause of peace. They 
constitute an impressive symbol 
of the friendly relations—mili- 
tary, economic and human— 
between two allies. 


For Spain is a dependable 
ally; important for her strategic 
location, her unexplored re- 
sources, and her reserve of man- 
power. Dependable because 
Spain can boast of a long and 
brilliant cultural tradition and 
a contemporary sense of dignity 
and spiritual values; dependable 
also because Spain showed early 
and with passionate conviction 
that she understands the true 
nature of the Communist men- 
ace. We cannot win Spain's 
wholehearted co-operation in 
our common endeavor simply 
by relying on our material su- 
periority. We must also make 
it clear that we are alert to the 
moral values, the enduring 
principles of human conduct 
which are the true hallmark 
and the motive power of West- 
ern civilization. 


This recognition is not and 
should not be simply a matter 
of international expediency to 
suit the needs of the moment. 
It vitally affects the health and 
the depth of our cultural life in 
the United States.

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SPANISH HANDICRAFT INDUSTRIES 


__ Handicraft industries are an integral part of the Spanish way of 
life. All over Spain, men and women devote either their whole time, or 
their free hours after their working day, to making handicraft objects 
that are both useful and beautiful. Thanks to the southern fantasy of 
the Spaniards, artistic products seem to come naturally from their 
hands, and with their ready intelligence they add to their income by 
selling them. 


Many thousands of handicraft workers in all parts of Spain create 


beautiful articles such as ceramics, glassware, enamel-work, wrought 


iron, engraved metals of all kinds, objects made of wood, cork, marble 
and stone, an immense range of textiles, jewelry, leather work and 
bookbindings, musical instruments, many varieties of footwear, embroi- 
dery, lace and tapestries. 


Every region of Spain is different from the rest, and this geo- 
graphical diversity is reflected in the customs and traditions of: the 
people. The damascene metalwork of Toledo, for example, is com- 
pletely distinct in conception and technique from that of Eibar in 
ok coa Province in the north of Spain. In the former, the pure 
A tradition is maintained, while in the latter, more open to cosmo- 
politan influences, other styles and designs are found, notably those of 
the Renaissance. 


The art of ceramics has very ancient origins. In Spain, it first 
became really important with the famous thirteenth century Hispano- 
Arabic pottery. Today, the ceramics made in central Spain, such as 
those of Talavera de la Reina and Toledo, are very different from those 
made in Andalusia, not only in their production technique, but also in 
their artistic conception. Equally marked contrasts are found between 
the ceramics of regions as close to each other as the Spanish Levante, 
Catalonia and Aragon. 


The same is true of metal-work.- The swords and armour of Toledo 
are quite unlike those made in the north of Spain and Catalonia. Tole- 
dan steel has been celebrated from remote times; tempered by secret 
processes handed down from generation to generation, it is beyond 
comparison with any other in the world. : 


The Balearic Islands are one of the most important centers of the 
Spanish shoe-making industry, but the methods used there differ radi- 
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cally from those in the Spanish Levante and Catalonia. In both regions, 
however, the quality and quantity of the output are very similar. Dolls 
also vary according to the part of the country where they are made, 
although the main differences between them consist in their dress. — 


The astonishing variety of Spanish handicraft products makes 
Spain probably the richest country in Europe in this branch of indus- 
try. Handicrafts have sprung up spontaneously in each region, uninflu- 
enced by those of-neighboring provinces, and have retained their tradi- 
tional techniques and artistic individuality. Castilian wrought iron, for 
instance, has ascetic features that correspond to its applications, while 
that of Andalusia, used in decorating the typical homes of the south, is 
exuberant and cheerful in design. 


All the interests of Spanish handicraft workers are protected by 
the Syndical Handicrafts Section, which was created to unit and _ 
guidance to the handicraft industries of the country as a whole. This 
organization has founded special handicraft schools, and assists home 
workers by introducing up-to-date designs, and directing production to 
meet the demands of the world market. At the same time, it does not 
let Spanish handicraft work lose its original characteristics, but estab- 
lishes a discreet harmony between racial genius and modern taste. 


Syndical legislation has provided handicraft workers with many 
facilities, including loans at low rates of interest to help them to enter 
foreign markets on competitive terms. The syndicates have also spon- 
sored and encouraged handicraft enterprises by forming guilds that 
incorporate several branches of production, and setting up co-operative 
societies that enter into collaboration, as far as possible, with large- 
scale industry. 


The Syndical Handicrafts Section has given official support to 
exhibitors of Spanish handicraft products in the principal international 
trade fairs. This policy has been adopted as the most effective means 
of increasing exports, and has had excellent results. The exhibitions 
also afford Spanish workers an opportunity of comparing their articles 
with those made by their competitors abroad, and encourage them to 
keep up their high standard of craftsmanship. 


This year, it is proposed to show Spanish handicraft products at 
the Frankfort, Munich and Milan Fairs, and at exhibitions in Paris, 
Florence, Cannes and other less important centers. 


The Syndical Organization, through the intermediary of the Syndi- 
cal Handicrafts Section, is thus making every effort to promote the 
prosperity of Spanish craftsmen who, thanks to its aid and their own 
skill, have already recovered the well-deserved prestige they enjoyed 
in the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries.

SPAIN, FIRST REFORESTING 
COUNTRY OF WESTERN EUROPE 


In the Last 20 Years It Has Covered With 
Trees About One Million Country Hectares 


Those who have travelled through Spain may 
have observed how rolling the land is. A complex 
and vast mountainous system dominates almost com- 
pletely the Spanish. geography. In the rustic country 
formed by this vigorous orography a strong, austere, 

and freedom loving race has been forged 
through the centuries. The history of this old Iberic 
nation roams through brambled grounds and pathless 
places. The Spanish mountains have been the natural 
fortresses that have given the country an inexpug- 
nable Western Europe trench. 


Part of the political history has been made, as we 
said, in the country. Also a good part of Spain’s 
economic history has passed by the same places in 
the old and remote days when the strength of the 
nations rested on agriculture, cattle-raising and for- 
estry. 


In the last four centuries and, concretely, begin- 
ning with the date of the discovery of America, the 
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Spanish forestal wealth was jeopardized by various 
causes. The felling of trees and the abusive pastur- 
ing destroyed the national forests. The Spaniards of 
our time have received a hard inheritance from past 
generations. With resolution and hope they have 
started to work, as the lands which must recover from 
the loss of trees amount to several millions of hec- 
tares. 


Up to twenty years ago, the annual repopulation 
figures were so low that they don’t deserve to be 
mentioned here. Undoubtedly they lacked a forestal 
restoration plan on the part of the Administration 
and, consequently, the country was not completely 
aware of the problem. The situation has changed re- 
markably in the last few years, thanks to the efforts 
of a policy which has based the Spanish soil regen- 
eration in two fundamental points: forests and water. 


A simple review of the Spanish forestal statistics 
clearly reveals to us the abrupt jump taken by the 
repopulation since the year 1939, when the total re- 
populated land was barely 1,000 hectares, until last 
year, 1956, when the forestal repopulation effected 
during the twelve months of the year reached a 
figure close to 150,000 hectares. That constitutes a 
record not only in Spanish, but also outside its bor- 
ders, imasmuch as at this time there is no other 
country in Western Europe that has obtained similar 
mark 
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Despite the great difficulties encountered in the 
last two decades, the annual repopulations have been 
going up in an intensive rhythm which has not yet 
reached a stability zone, but is after higher goals. 
Consequently, the Administration has had to make 
large investments and mobilize ample national equip- 
ment of technicians and labor. And, thus, by this 
unfolding of resources and work, the Spanish forestal 
area has increased more in the twenty years than in 
the century prior to 1939. Presently, the repopula- 
tions made from that date on amount to almost one 
million hectares. There is still a heavy task ahead, 
as one must consider that of the 24,000,000 hectares 
of Spanish soil which do not allow any other culti- 
vation but the forestal, only a little over 7,000,000 
were covered with trees at the beginning of the 
present century. However, the picture of what is 
yet to be done constitutes a stimulus for the Ad- 
ministration, whose determined march at this point is 
of great interest for the future of the country and can 
only be stopped by the natural limitations that the 
budgetary investments may impose. 


Together with the Administration activity, the 
private initiative, on the right road and protected by 
economic and technical aid, contributes a great deal 
in making the repopulation work of the repopulation 
of the Spanish forests more ample. Out of this co- 
operation will come the solution of Spain’s forestal 
problem in a lapse of time that the Spaniards didn’t 
dare to dream about twenty-five years ago.

Spain Discovers Itself 
America Land of Hope to Spain . 
Now as in Columbus’s Day ; Chal- 
lenge Now as Spiritual Citadel 


By CIRILO CANOVAS GARCIA

Americans was a f i 
demanded from us the attempt of a strange 
and fabulous adventure. | 


A Queen, Isabel of Castille, a monk, P. Mar- 
chena, and a navigator, Christopher Columbus, 
were designated and allied by Providence to 
discover an immense, unrivaled Continent. 

That which was later called America, was 
from the beginning the Continent of Hope for CIRILO CANOVAS GARCIA 
Spain. Today, after more than four and a half 
centuries, history is repeated, since by the design of events, America now also is the 
Continent of Hope. 

In that earlier time Spanish agriculture made a tremendous effort towards the 
Continent of Hope. First, it felled thousands of trees to make ships, and put 
aboard them, like Noah's Arks for a new world, men, plants, and animals. Thus 
began the colonization of an empire. Thus arose the stock raising of the plein and 
the prairie. Thus was California created. The groves and the fruit trees, the plow 
and the seeds, the livestock and the men emigrated from here to the other side of 
the ocean. The immense, vast Atlantic ocean was transformed into a domestic. 
familiar sea, and therefore, our emigrants today call it “the pond.” 


We wish to tell our friends there that today Spain is discovering and colonizing 
itself: it is reforesting its mountains, damming its rivers, improving its stock raising, 
and giving bread and hope to its sons. In short, we are preparing ourselves for the 
great spiritual enterprise which we have ahead of us as part of the western world. 
Quietly and peacefully, the flower of our technicians and our men of science go to 
America with round-trip ticket and bring us the knowledge and experience for a 
better world. The new blood of livestock and the gift of plant seeds also come to us 
from there. Sometimes we receive wheat, meat, and machinery for cultivating the 
fields or finding hidden water. And above all, we receive the vigor and the courage, 
the youthfulness and the spirit of the American people, as important for us as the 
figure and the number. 


In a world so tyrannized by specialization, so influenced towards the division of 
labor, it may seem strange for a Minister of Agriculture to leave even for a moment 
the daily roads which carry him irremissibly to the technical problem, to the eco- 
nomic appraisal of the land as a natural source of wealth. But in speaking to the 
Americans, it was urgent for me, as a Spaniard, not to torture them with the lan- 
gee: Sotheging. but to speak of hope, because now, as 465 years ago for a 
panish colonizer, America is a gigantic spiritual enterprise and a spiritual challenge. 


Nitrogen for Fertilizer 
By Francisco Bustillo 
PANISH production of nitrogenous fertilizers (nitric acid and nitrates) began 
in 1912 at Lerida, and first synthetic amonia factories were established in 1923 
in Sabinanigo (Huesca) and La Felguera (Asturias). Before World War Two 
consumption was 100,000 metric tons, of which only 5000 tons was produced in 
the country. Now, consumption (currently estimated at 165,000 metric tons) is 
increasing rapidly and production is 50,000 tons. By the end of 1958, production 
of 95,000 tons a year is anticipated, but isn't likely to overtake demand, which is 
expected to reach 325,000 tons by 1972. 


Imports are mostly from Germany, Belgium and Holland, a little from the 
United States. There is an important possibility for further development of nitrogen 
production in Spain through technical and financial aid from the U.S. The Export- 
Import Bank already is financing some construction and production procedures in

The Cotton Textile Industry 


PITE the great industrial transformation 
in Spain in the last 20 years, the cotton 
processing industry has maintained first place, 
remains at about 14% of gross national produc- 
tion. The cotton industry has suffered the same 
vicissitudes as world industry, with limited export 
possibilities further affected by economic diffi- 
culties derived from the Civil war and World 
War Two. 


The potential of the Spanish cotton textile 
industry is estimated at 2,364,000 bobbins, of 
which 2,259,000 are for continuous machines 
and only 105,000 for mule jennies. The textile 
factories, without including the dotted Swiss 
and specialties factories, have installed 66,456 
weaving machines, of which 11,254 are automatic 
and the rest mechanical. The dotted Swiss fac- 
tories have 18,000 weaving machines and those 
making specialities 7197, besides 7000 machines 
for the manufacture of cords and braiding. 


Cotton manufacture means the employment of

240,000 H.P., 71% of which is electricity, the 
rest steam. 


Production capacity is theoretically over 

130,000 tons per year of cotton yarn, although 
in the last two years, some 85,000 tons of yarn 
have been produced. 


Renovation of machinery is a constant prob 
lem as well as enlargement required by increasing 
production of cotton and the possibilities of con- 
sumption, which is stimulated by all means avail- 
able. 


This industry has not grown in the last few 
years at the same pace as other industries, and 
suffers, both in Spain as in many other countries, 
the competition of artificial fibers. 


Despite this, the international quality of the 
Spanish cotton textiles is maintained and in- 
creased, with prints, corduroy, velvet, dotted 
Swiss, poplins, sewing threads, etc., and prices 
are closely related to their traditional prestige.

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Pyrites Important Export Item 
By Antonio de Torres Espinosa 
Director General Compania Espanola de Minas de Rio T ingo, S. A. 


1—Mining of pyrites in Spain is very important from the export poi i 

! point of view, 
as they occupy, together with iron, the second place in Spanish ports, being second 
only to citrus fruit exports. : ee fi: 


2—The Spanish deposits, especially those of Huelva, known before the Roman 
Era, are the largest in the world. The latest estimated figures are about 250 mil- 
lion tons of proved reserves and it is almost sure that there exist other very impor- 
tant masses in the famous mining belt which extends from the Rio Tinto Zone 
diagonally towards the Southern part of Portugal. Systematic drillings have been 
carried out in this zone and new ones will be made. 


_, 3—The Present pyrites production is of about 2,100,000 tons, of which 900,000 
are consumed in the country, This production surpassed, shortly before the first 
world war, the three and a half million tons and the present small figure is due 
mainly to market conditions and not to production. 


4—The Huelva pyrites are fundamentally iron pyrites, with high sulphur content 
—48/499% S and 40 to 45% iron. There are also iron-copper pyrites with a very 
high copper percentage which in the past were much higher and which today re- 
main at about 1.30%. 

Just like all the pyrites of this zone, they are somewhat arsenic, maintaining 
arsenic between 0.3 and 0.5. 


The minerals of the Cartagena zone are of a more complex type, containing also 
lead and zinc. 


5—The characteristic of the large mines of the Huelva zone is the existence of 
large mineral deposits which have permitted, and still do, a constant quality and 
the construction of large mineral extraction and treatment plants. 

A large modernization plan of machinery and installations has been carried out 
in the last few years and with dollars coming from the American Aid, very modern 
drilling and earth moving equipment has been acquired. This plan foresees large 
investments in the next few years. 


_ 6—Among the large Huelva mines the best known all over the world is that 
called Minas de Rio Tinto. This deposit, known before the Roman domination 
in Spain, was — on large scale after 1873 by the English of the new Com- 
pania Minas de Rio Tinto, constituted by the large Spanish private 
Banking and in which the English capital is 1/4, that is, 333 million pesetas. 

The Compania Espanola de Minas de Rio Tinto is giving new impulse to the 
mining and industrial activities and besides, an ample modernization of machinery 
has made possible production of sulphuric acid and sulphur. The Spanish firm 
maintains, through the English capital, close business and technical relations with 
the large group of Rio Tinto Company Limited, which has international distribu- 
tion through its organizations in Canada, South Africa, and Australia, in the 
uranium, copper, nickel and petroleum fields. 


7—The Spanish pyrites and mainly those of the Huelva have traditionally con- 
stituted the natural source. of sulphur, the greatest part of the sulphuric acid in 
Europe. Before the war the exports to the United States were very important. 
At present ‘the principal market is Germany, where the ashes also constitute the 
socalled “ le ore,” excellent quality siderurgical mineral. Then come, in ac- 
cordance oS date importance, France, Belgium, Holland, the United Kingdom and 
Italy. 


In the last few years sulphur competition has developed in the European market, 
especially from Mexico. 


8—An important point in the utilization of pyrites are the ashes. Germany has 
several plants for the complete treatment of the pyrites ashes. 

In Spain they are making studies for the better utilization of the pyrites ashes, 
and the next. plant to set its furnaces in operation will be the Empresa Sidurgica-de 
Aviles. 

Production of sulphuric acid in Spain is now 850,000 tons annually, approxi- 
mately double the amount of the years before the Spanish war. It is estimated 
that this production will be about 1,400,000 tons by 1961. Consumption per in- 
habitant in Spain is 29 kgs. against figures between 45 and 90 in the Western 
Europe countries. This production will require 1,000,000 tons pyrites for the 
domestic market, which must produce about 750,000 tons of ashes. 

Rapid growth of the domestic market in Spain makes it necessary to solve prob- 
lems of technical and economic order, such as installing toasting ovens, treatment of 
ashes, and prices on the domestic market.

IN 1948 THE ESCOMBRERAS REFINERY WAS DESIGNED TO PROCESS 10,000 BPD OF 
CRUDE OIL. IN LESS THAN 10 YEARS, ITS CAPACITY HAS INCREASED TO 80,000 BPD. 


In the past few years the demand for oil products in the Spanish 
market has grown at an extraordinary rate and consumption hoon 
have steadily increased. During this period, the units erected at the 
refinery, which is located in the Escombreras valley (Cartagena, Spain) 
have become the most important contributing factor in meeting the 
national requirements for me poniny wy

thruput of 5,000 BPD. The first expansion was completed in the first 
half of x 2 and from July of that year its thruput was increased to 
30,000 BP . In 1954, crude oil distillation was increased to 40,000 BPD 
and at the present time a total. chruput of 80,000 has been accomplished 
with the completion of the latest expansion. 

Before tions started on the last expansion in crude distillation 
capacity, a lubricating oil plant was erected with complete facilities to 
process and manufacture all types of automotive and industrial lubrica- 
ting oils. The distribution and sale of these lubricating oils was initiated 
during 1955 under the trade name of «REPSOL. and the manufacture VIEW OF SOME OF THE CRACKING UNITS AT NIGHT 
of these oils reached « total of 31,000 metric tons during 1956. 

The ever increasing demand for petroleum products in the domes- 
tic market, as a uence of a progressive industrialization of the 
country, forced REPESA to increase the capacity of the refinery in an 
attempt to supply the national needs for these products. In 1950 REPESA 
: supplied 20 per cent of the national consumption. In 1953, after the first expansion of the refinery, this quantity was increased to 68 per cent of the total 

national consumption. However by 1955 and 1956 and in spite of the considerable increase in deliveries of finished products, its contribution dropped to 63 

and 60 per cent respectively, due to the increase in the domestic consumption. 

Among the more important crude distillation facilities of REPESA’s Escombreras refinery at the present time, there are: one Two Stage Unit of 9,500 

barrels on Te two Topping Units, one of 38,000 BPD and the other of 35,000 BPD. The latter one was recently completed during the last expansion. There 

is also a 9,000 BPD Thermal Reformer Unit and a Polymerization Unit with a capacity of 320 BPD of Polymer gasoline which have been in operation since 
1952; one 11,000 BPD Platforming Unit and one 4,500 BPD LPG unit which were among those icagionl in the recent expansion this year. 

The lubricating oil facilities consist mainly of five processing units and shipping and blending installations. The processing units are: Furfural Refining, 
Propane Deasphalting, MEK Dewaxing, Acid Teclien and Clay Contacting. 

Other installations are two Power Plants, Cooling Towers, Laboratories and tankage with a total storage capacity for crude oil and finished products of 
nearly 400,000 cubic meters. The national railway network is now being extended to reach the refinery and it is expected to be completed by 1958, thus 
providing an additional facility for the distribution of REPESA products throughout the Spanish market. 

In 1956, REPESA processed 2.2 million metric tons of crude oil, 
which is 802.3 per cent of the 1950 crude distillation rate. Most of the 
crude oil processed at the refinery comes from Saudi Arabia, and the 
rest from Irak and Iran. 

Incidentally, due to the closing of the Suez Canal, crude oil from 
PARTIAL VIEW OF THE LUBRICATING OIL MANUFACTURING PLANT the United States and Venezuela has been imported this year. 
The production of refined products during 1956 reached a total of 
of fuel-oil, gasoline, diesel oil, 
kerosene, lubricating oils, tractor fuel and butane gas. All of these 
ducts have been consumed within the country, excepting some diesel oil 
supplied to tankers which brought crude oil to the refinery. As men 
tioned earlier in this article, the production during 1956 represents 60 
per cent of the total consumption. 

In the very near future a new company will be formed to handle 
and market within the country butane gas in a large commercial scale. 
This new company will be jointly owned by REPESA and Compaiia 
Arrendataria del M io de Petrdleos.

Technical Exchange Program is an essential part of the U. S. Economic Aid 


Program for Spain carried out under the authority of the Mutual Security 
Act and in accordance with the Economic Aid Agreement of September 26, 1953. 
The purpose of the program is to carry out the provisions of that Agreement which 
call for the furnishing of technical assistance by the U.S. in order to assist Spain 
in its defense efforts as well as in raising the productivity of the economy. 


The Technical Exchange Program in Spain has followed the pattern developed 
during the Marshall Plan in the OEEC countries, i.e. Spanish technicians and execu- 
tives have visited the United States to study specific technical and management prob- 
lems, American technicians have come to Spain to consult. In conjunction with this 
exchange of persons, local productivity projects have been developed to disseminate 
information and to train larger groups of Spaniards. The program in Spain, bene- 
fiting from the experience in the OEEC countries, has placed major emphasis on 
modern management policies and practices, since evaluation of OEEC experience 
has indicated that technical assistance studies of the organization and management 
of men and machines are more rewarding field of study than pure technology. 


The development of Technical Exchange Projects is accomplished through con- 
tact between the USOM and Spanish Government ministries and private organiza- 
tions. The prospective projects are submitted through the Directorate General for 
Economic Cooperation to the Mission for approval and the projects are implemented 
only after submission to ICA/Washington for concurrence according to standard 
ICA project-type assistance procedures. The implementation of the projects is 
conducted by the USOM with the various Spanish agencies concerned and, with 
regard to Spanish exchangees going to the U. S., with the assistance of the U. S. 
Consulates throughout Spain.

ANKIND HAS TAKEN a first possible step 
to the planets. October 4, 1957, is now 
recorded in the annals of history as a 

date of important scientific achievement — the 
date Russia launched the first man-made 
earth satellite and opened the road to inter- 
planetary space. The object that circled the

Russian scientists announced that early in 
its fantastic flight the satellite, or sputnik as 
they call it, was circling the earth every 96 
minutes at 18,000 miles per hour at an altitude 
of 560 miles. There was some difference of 
opinion whether the height figure was an aver- 
age or maximum, but most Western scientists 
the man-made moon was at least 400 
miles above the heavy re of the earth. 
How such a satellite could remain 
aloft was anybody's guess. Very little is known 
of air density at extreme altitudes except that it 
is a minute fraction — perhaps one-hundredth 
million—of that at the earth's But 
even such widely es of air 
eventually may be ed to slow down the 
satellite until its orbital speed no longer count- 
eracts the pull of gravity. If and when that 
deceleration takes place, the satellite would

any meteorite. 

Potential uses of an earth satellite cover 
a whole span of scientific interest from astron- 
omy to weather prediction, cosmic radiation 
to gravitational studies. Possibly one of the 
most practical uses would be employment of a 
satellite as a relay for radio- television beams 
over the curvature of the earth. 

The principles for launching an earth 
satellite are no secret in the scientific world. 
What amazed e in this country was the 
weight of the satellite, 184 pounds, and its 
nearly circular orbit. This latter accomplish- 
ment indicates a rocket guidance system of 
extremely high precision. 

The United States program, Project Van- 
guard, envisages an ll-ton, three-stage 
rocket lifting a 22- pound satellite into an orbit 
no closer than 200 miles nor farther than 1500 
miles from the earth. Scientists have esti- 
mated, therefore, that the three-stage Soviet 
rocket must have had a take-off weight of 90 
to 100 tons, a whopping big rocket, with a 
guidance error of much less than one cent. 

Such an achievement left no d in the

JOHNNY WOULD RATHER do 
straight comedy but says, “It's a tough 
go. It's a matter of material — there 
just isn't enough good material to go 
around. 

“Take George Gobel,” he says. “He 
was so great that first year on TV. But 
the second year the funny lines didn't 
fall out of his mouth. It wasn't that 
Gobel wasn't funny. It was just that the 
lines weren't: Nobody can write funny 
enough that fast. 

“With a show like this quiz I'm deing, 
1 can last longer because | won't be 
pressing. |! won't have to be funny all 
the time. All | have to do is go out 
and talk to people and get my laughs 
from them. And that means an inex- 
haustible supply of comedy.” 

Carson believes his appearance holds 
him back a little. “My face is kind of a 
handicap for comedy.

It's some- 
thing | have to overcome. | look kind 
of pleasantly average: In comedy, | 
don't think there's any doubt that it 
helps to have something distinctive 
about yourself. Take Gobel. He's got 
a lot working for him—he's short and 
has that unusual voice. Or take Durante 
with that nose, or Hope with his nose. 
Or Gleason or Phil Silvers—they look 
like comics. 

“Comedy is in a pretty bad way on 
TV. 1 think this is the first year in 
which there are no new comics making 
their début.
